VENEZUELA REBELS 
SUSTAINED DEFEAT 


At Hands of Government Troops at Barquisimeto 
and Other Points—Castro Expresses His De­ 
sire for Settlement With Powers.

C aracas, Jan . 
1.— T he rep o rt cur­ 
re n t In W illem stad, C uracao, th a t th e 
governm ent su stain ed a d efeat in th e 
re c en t tight -with th e revolutionists a t 
B arquisim eto is untrue. 
T he govern­ 
m en t w as victorious a t B arquisim eto 
and th a t tow n, as w ell aa S an C arlos 
and Tinaqulllo, w as recaptured from 
th e rebels, as w as duly reported In 
th ese dispatches. 
T h ere 
have 
been 
p e rsiste n t ru ­ 
m ors in ofBclal circles and generally 
thro u g h o u t th is city since y esterd ay 
th a t P resid en t C astro had refused to 
agree to the proposals of th e allies to 
re fe r th e V enezuela issues 
to 
T he 
H agiie. 
T he corresp o n d en t of th e 
A ssociated P ress saw th e presid en t 
of V enezuela for half an hour th is 
afternoon. 
It is not tru e th a t the 
p resid en t has declined the proposals 
ol th e pow ers. T h e chief executive de­ 
clares h e w ants only fa ir treatm en t. 
It 'was clear from w h at P resid e n t C as­ 
tro said a t th e interview th a t he be­ 
lieves it would be very easy to reach 
a full settlem en t of th e en tire con­ 
troversy. 


P resid e n t C astro said ; 
‘‘if a settlem en t is n o t reached it 
w ill be because a settlem en t form s no 
p a rt of th e plan of th e allies; in th is 
case th e prolongation of th e p resen t 
situation w^ould be d isastro u s for all 
concerned. 
T he solution of th e p res­ 
e n t difficulty depends m ore upon th e 
allied pow ers th an on V enezuela.” 
T he p resid en t w as then questioned 
as to w h eth er or n o t he w ould re­ 
nounce th e presidency and if it w as 
his purpose to m ake a change in th e 
p resen t' cabinet. 
H e replied: 
“People a re a t lib erty to ta lk w h at­ 
e v er nonsense they w an t to; I will 
m ake a change in th e cab in et w hen 
th e p resen t serious question is ended.”

PRESIDENT SC M lR M ON 
OIR PHILIPPINE POLICY

Lincoln, Neb., Jan . 1.—Jacob Gould 
Schurm an, president of Cornell, spoke 
tonight to 1,300 m em bers cf the N e­ 
b rask a Tcdchers association on the sub­ 
ject, "O ur Philippine Policy." 
H is ad­ 
dress iu p a rt w as a reiteration of his 
view s heretofore expressed, b u t ho w as 
probably m ore outspoken in his declara­ 
tion for the u ltim ate independence of 
the islands. A t his I'e q u e s t the teachers 
by a rising vote expressed their opin­ 
ions, a m ajority indorsing his views. He 
said the problem in' the islands w as a 
m anifold one of a m ilitary, political, 
econom ic and ecclesiastical nature. On 
the political side he indorsed the I'ec- 
om m endations of the civil com m ission 
and declared the Filipinos in three years 
w'ould be enjoying as m uch political lib­ 
e r t y as A m ericans, as the rights of the 


C onstitution have been extended, except 
trial by iu ry and the bearing of arm s. 
The first they did not ■ want and the la t­ 
te r -(vould be forthcom ing. 
In regard tp the econom ic aspect, he 
thought the U nited S tates had grievovJS- 
ly .sinned 
by neglect. ’ H e criticised' 
congress for not providing for a stable 
currency, declaring the Philippine n a ­ 
tions had lost a million dollarfe and in ­ 
dividuals as m uch m ore through lack 
of it. 
" It will be a burning sham e,” he said, 
“If the present congress adjourns w ith ­ 
out enacting a currency law for the is­ 
lands.” 
O ther notew orthy shortcom ings of this 
governm ent, he said, were in keeping 
up trad e b arriers and sending so m any 
teachers from this country a t an ex- 
pen.se to the Filipinos and in the face 
of .the protest of m any.

The strik ers some m onths ago de­ 
m anded a nine hour day w ith an in­ 
crease of w ages am ountiiig to 12 per 
cent of the present schedule b u t the 
m anufacturers refused to accede. 


ODELL WAS INAUGURATED

Washing^ton, Jan. 1.—P resident Roose­ 
velt's reception w as one of the most 
brilliant events in W ashington’s recent 
social history. All callers were afford­ 
ed the opportunity of greeting the presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt and exchanging 
witli them the com plim ents of the new 
year. No distinctions were m ade except 
such as -i\ere rendered 
necessary 
in 
preservation of order: and the greet­ 
ings extended to all—high and low. rich 
and poor—were alike cordial and sin­ 
cere. 
Today the general public for the first 
tim e had an opportunity to see the 
widely heralded im pravem enis 
in the 
'White 
house—im provem ents 
which, 
when completed, will cost about $600,000. 
In addition to a d'esire personally to 
wish the president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
a happy New Year, hundreds were a t­ 
tracted by a wish to see the W hite 
house in its new and handsom e interior 
finish and furnishing. 
To m any who 
were fam iliar w ith the Interior of the 
m ansion as it was a year 
ago, 
the 
changes, m ade were a revelation. W hile 
in a general ivay the form of the in- 
tei'ior has been retained, in beauty and 
effectiveness It is wholly different. 
Ju st 102 years ago today President 
John Adam s and his wife opened the 
V.’l-.iti: house ui t h a Neu Year reception 
to their friends and to the public gen­ 
erally. 
The daw n of the first fete day 
within the walls since become historic, 
was accom panied by the noise of saw 
and ham m er, as w as this day. On ac­ 
count of the unfinished condition of the 
lower floor. P resident and Mrs. Adam s 
receiVed theii- guests In the room on 
the second floor now occupied by P resi. 
dent Roosevelt as a library. W hile the 
im provem ents now 
are 
more 
nearly 
completed than was the m ansion Itself 
a t th a t lim e It will be several m onths 
before the workm en will have finished 
their tasks. 
An hour before the tim e for the form al 
reception the m ansion was aglow w ith 
m yriads of electric lights. 
Towering 
palm s of rare varieties were placed in 
niches about the vestibule, m ain corri­ 
dor and staircases. 
Two g reat square 
m asses of American and English holly 
were arranged between the 
vestibule 
and m ain corridor, affording a brilliant 
and effective background for the han d ­ 
some scarlet uniform s of the m arine 
band, 60 pieces strong, which occupied 
tiers of seats In the vestibule. 
In the 
red, blue and green rooms, and in the 
splendid east room, were disposed a few 
vases containing cut flowers, principally 
large white lilies and lilies of the val­ 
ley. 
It w as noticeable, however, th a t 
the floral decorations had been subordi­ 
nated to the new furnishings and fin­ 
ishing of the rooms. 
It w as a m erry day for the Roosevelt 
children. 
P rio r to the receptlbh they 
had a jolly tim e in the lower p a rt of 
the house, 
'i'hey m anifested the live­ 
liest interest in all the arra.ngem ents. 
Shortly before 11 o'clock, the hour a t 
which the reception began, the diplo­ 
m atic corps began to assem ble in the 
red room. 
The m em bers of the corps 
entered the m ansion from the south 
side, as usual. In order to avoid the 
cru.sh of the throng already gathered 
about the m ain entrance on the north 
side. 
U nder the glare of the electric 
candelabra the spectacle presented by 
this cosm opolitan gathering, attired in 
m agnificent, coui't uniform s, sparkling 
epaulettes and glistening sw ords show­ 
in g 'resp len d en t ag ain st the red velvet 
w alls and Ivory woodwork, w as gorg­ 
eous. 
. Prom ptly a t 11 o’clock the trum peters 
of the M *rine band sounded a fanfare 
announcing the approach of the presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt and the im ­ 
m ediate 
receiving 
party. 
President 
Roosevelt, w ith Mrs. Roosevelt on his 
arm , descended the m ain staircase and, 
passing across the m ain corridor and 
through the gi-een room, entered the 
blue room, where the guests were re­ 
ceived. Following them cam e the m em ­ 
bers of the cabinet and ladies. The re­ 
ceiving p arty was arranged in the arc 
of a circle in the bow window of the 
blue room. Facinggthem were the ladles 
invited to assist. Between th e tw o sec­ 
tions of the receiving p arty a lane w as 
form ed by cordons of old gold velvet. 
Through this lane the callers passed 
from the red room, proceeding through 
the green room into the east room and 
thence down the staircase into th e east 
terrace and passing into the street op­ 
posite the w est 'entrance of the treasury. 
The president w as in excellent spirits, 
and M rs. Ropsevelt never seemed h ap ­ 
pier or more gracious. 
The president 
was attired in a frock suit and the only 
dash of color about his a ttire w as a tie 
of grayish tint. 
Shortly a fter the receiving p arty a s­ 
sembled in the blue room, the reception 
proper began. 
The introductions ■ were 
m ade by Colonel Theo. A. Bingham , the 
president's m ilitary aide, assisted by 
M ajor Charles McCawley, C aptain John 
R. Proctor, Jr., and L ieutenant F ran k 
McCoy. 
They were in full dress uni­ 
form. 
The m em bers of the diplom atic corps 
were received first. 
As dean of the 
corps, H err von Holleben, the G erm an 
am bassador, occupied the post of honor 
a t the head of the line. All of the am ­ 
bassadors and m inisters were accom pa­ 
nied by their suites, ' their

W hen the Spokesm an-R eview correspon­ 
dent left the low er term in al o f th e tra m ­ 
way at 1 p. m., the rescue p arty , which 
had been tolling up the m ile and a half 
of the m ountain covered by th e tra m ser­ 
vice since 8 a. m., w ere still 40 feet below 
the tunnel. 
The m ine is approxim ately 
8,000 feet high. Above it is a rocky ridge, 
then an Immense glacier h alf a m ile wide, 
then bare jagged peaks of rock. The slida 
started from the peak, sw ung around the 
cliff sheltering the buildings and struck 
the bunk house endw ise, sw eeping It anrl 
its occupants down a dry canon. 
Of 19 
In the building, 10 escaped, although more 
or lees injured. 
F o u r of tho survivors 
spent the night in the snow, w rapped in 
blankets. 
In the m orning th ey started 
down the hill. 
The first tw o reached th- 
hut a t the foot of the tram w ay a t 2 o'clock, 
the others at 4 o'clock. 
T he snow was 
from six to 20 feet deep. 
One m an with 
a broken leg and shoulder bone w as car­ 
ried into the tunnel and sp en t ail or 
F riday anti Saturday until noon w ithout 
food or attention. 
Two of th e survivors 
then got the tram w ay w orking and sent 
him down in a bucket.

The meeting of the 
investigating 
committee to prepare evidence in con­ 
nection with charges of fraud in Arap­ 
ahoe county today was enlivened by a 
very sensational confession which in­ 
volved several 
Democratic workers. 
W. H. Powell, one of the judges in 
precinct 3 of district F, was on the wit­ 
ness stand two hours and during that 
time related how the frauds were con­ 
summated in a number of the lower 
precincts in Denver on election day. 
His story in effect was that on the 
afternoon before election he was sent 
for by Frank J. Medina, a local Dem­ 
ocratic worker, and he met Medina in 
room 8 of the St. Nicholas hotel. When 
he arrived there he found the following 
persons: Bennie Simons, Frank New- 
house, Claude Parker, Mrs. Parker, his 
wife, Mrs. Muhlman, Mrs. Alma Bes- 
wick, William Granger and John An­ 
derson. 
The party had in their pos­ 
session two sets of poll books, one set 
of which was genuine 
and one set 
which was a reproduction from the 
genuine. 
The party then, according 
to his statement, set to work enroll­ 
ing names on the poll book. They also 
had a large stack of ballots. 
These 
ballots were marked Democratic and 
the books filled out accordingly. About 
600 ballots were prepared for four pre­ 
cincts in district F. The witness tes­ 
tified that Beswick and Muhlman wrote 
the ballots for precinct 1. 
Charley 
Nevins wrote 
them 
for precinct 2. 
Benjamin Simons filled them out for 
precinct 3, and George Parker and 
Granger did the work for precinct 4. 


After the ballots were filled out they 
were folded up and made ready for 
use. It took until 2 o’clock on election 
morning to complete the work and he, 
Powell, was intrusted with the ballots 
and poll books for the remainder of 
the night. The following morning both 
ballots and pull books were sent to tlie 
several precincts as arranged. 
He 
himself took 250 ballots together with 
the two sets of poll books to precinct 
3. He stated that the poll book? and 
election returns from some of thç pre­ 
cincts were made out that night ready 
to be filed with the county clerk. 


Sixty-nine of the ballots which were 
filled out that night did not find their 
way into a ballot box and those in 
charge of the contest for the Repub­ 
licans have them in their possession 
as exhibits in the cases. Powell iden­ 
tified the ballots today. The Republi­ 
cans also have six of the original poll 
books from which the duplicate poll 
books were made. 


Mr. Powell’s confession corroborates 
the testimony of Edward Jefferds, who 
testified earlier in the day to the effect 
that he was a watcher in precinct 9 
and that he witnessed many irregulari­ 
ties. 
Among other things noticed by 
him was that he only counted 229 per­ 
sons voting while the count of the 
allots disclosed 398 votes in the box 
and the bfficial returns as sent to the 
county clerk’s office, showed 444. He 
swore that all of the Republicans who 
attempted to interfere with the pro­ 
ceedings were thrown out for their 
trouble. In describing what happened 
after the polls were closed for the night 
he said: 


'‘When the polls closed the police 
locked the door and put everybody out 
but myself and a Mr. Day. Then the 
judges dumped the ballots out on the 
floor and separated 
them into piles. 
The Democratic pile was the biggest, 
so Reed, who had been rung in as a 
judge, picked them up and carried 
them to the rear of the room, saying 
they were in the way. He put them on 
a bed behind the foot-board so I could 
not see them and when he finished the 
other ballots he started back for the 
ones on the bed. 
When he went to 
pick them up, the pile had grown so 
heavy he could not lift it and he called 
for help. 
Two of the judges brought 
the ballots to the table and the pile 
was' twice as large as when Mr. Reed 
had carried it bac^. I also noticed that 
half the pile had the bottoms dovetailed 
Into the bottoms of the others'as though 
they had been folded up together and 
when Reed carried them back the tops 
were all ofce way. I also noticed that 
some of the ballots stuck together as 
if they had been glued, and in count­ 
ing them the clerks were forced to 
ear them apart. The original ballots, 
eipg cast separately, were not stuck 
ogether.” 


Later Mr. Jefferds stated that for 
btaining support in the way of ballots 
e would rather know that bed com- 
ination than any other scheme he 
ver heard of. 


Mr. Van Kleeck, who was a watcher 
precinct 11 of district F, estimated 
at not over 250 votes were cast in 
at precinct of district F and the of- 
cial returns show 447. The remainder 
f the ’day was taken up with testi- 
ony all of which was along the same 
‘eg as that reported. 


E M O C R A T S H A V E B E G U N

J. T. Whitelaw, the Democratic can­ 
didate from San Juan county, tiled a 
protest against the seating of Repre­ 
sentative Cooper today. 
This is the 
contest that occupied so much of the 
time of the state board of canvassers. 
Mr. Whitelaw’s protest is along the 
line of all the other protests. He claims 
that fraud was practiced, illegal votes 
were counted, legal votes not counted, 
voters intimidated, aud many other il­ 
legal means used which caused the re­ 
sult of the election to he against him. 
He also claims that the state board of 
canvassers did not do their duty nor 
follow the law and evidence when they 
seated Mr. Cooper. This is the thirty- 
fourth contest 
that 
the Fourteenth 
general assembly must settle berore it 
can get down to business. 
Over one- 
third of the members of the legislature 
are contesting for or are having their 
seats contested. 
It begins to look as 
though a committee 
on 
credentials 
should be provided for in the state 
constitution.

ROBBED—The 
eighth safe to be blown open by dyna­ 
mite within the last three, months was 
the one in the office of the Rocky 
Mountain 
Fuel company, 
369 
South 
Broadway. L ast night robbers entered 
the office of the company through the 
rear window and blew open the safe 
and secured $61.10 in money. There is 
no clew. The police are exerting every 
effort possible to capture the gang of 
safe blowers that seems to be working 
in this city, but so far their efforts 
have proved fruitless. 


THIRTY-THREE CONTESTS 
HAVE NOW BEEN FILED. 


Denver, Dec. 27.—The long-expected 
contests over the alleged fraud at the 
last election were filed by the Republi 
cans with the secretary of state this 
evening. 
The seats of 22 members- 
elect, as certified to by the state can­ 
vassing board, are contested as is also 
the election of Mrs. Grenfell to the 
position of superintendent of public in­ 
struction. 
The seats demanded from 
the Democrats are as follows: 11 Arap­ 
ahoe representatives, 4 Arapahoe float 
representatives, 3 Arapahoe senators, 
1 Arapahoe float senator, 1 Las Animas 
representative, 1 Las Animas float rep­ 
resentative and 1 senator of the 18th 
senatorial district. 


The papers filed with the secretary 
of state consist of seven large docu­ 
ments, some of which contain as high 
as 1,000 closely typewritten pages and 
none contain less than 600 pages. The 
papers are 
addressed 
to the house 
of representatives, and very explicit 
charges of fraud and corruption are 
made. 
In the case of the Arapahoe 
representatives the first 37 pages of 
one of the documents go into the gen­ 
eral charge and 
claim 
that Frank 
Adams, C. L. Burpee and C. F. Wilson 
as members of the tire and police 
boar4 and R. W. Speer os president of 
the board of public works and Hamil­ 
ton Armstrong as chief of police con­ 
spired together to steal the election 
in Arapahoe county. The papers charge 
them with being primarily responsible 
for th e ’outrages committed. 
Among, 


other things it is said that they “hav­ 
ing in their hands and under their su­ 
pervising control the election machin­ 
ery of said county, did meditate and de­ 
vise a plan or scheme and did conspire, 
combine, confederate and agree to­ 
gether and between and among them­ 
selves unlawfully, wilfully and know­ 
ingly to procure false, exaggerated and 
fictitious registration of names of per­ 
sons to be made upon the registration 
slip sheets, books and lists of Arapa^ 
hoe county and tc cause the same to be 
padded in ¡rder to facilitate the fraud­ 
ulent voting of such false and fictitious 
names and to facilitate the fraudulent 
voting of such false and fictitious names 
and to facilitate the making of illegal, 
raise and fraudulent returns by cor­ 
rupt and dishonest election judges.” 


The papers go on to state that 10,000 
fraudulent names were entered on the 
registration lists by the Democratic 
machine; that of 3,000 formerly quali­ 
fied persons on the lists 2,000 were 
impersonated and voted by others; that 
County Clerk Aichele prevented 2,500 
legal voters from registering of which 
number 2,000 were Republicans, and 
that the board of county commission­ 
ers appointed 
corrupt 
and criminal 
election judges in a large number of 
the precincts. 
Other charges include 
fixing of the poll books; manipulating 
the registrating lists; expelling of Re­ 
publican judges; 
officers and clerks 
tampering with returns; repeating; as­ 
saulting citizens; insulting women; in­ 
toxication of judges and watchers, and 
many more similar 
charges. 
Along 
with the papers there were also filed 
depositions of a large number of citi­ 
zens of the city supporting the claims 
that were madp. The papers ask that 
35 precincts in Arapahoe county be 
nullified, and claim that the laws of the 
state hold that in precincts in which 
fraud has been perpetrated the vote 
must be declared void. If all of these 
precincts are thrown out the Repub­ 
licans will be elected by majorities 
ranging from 2,100 to 2,500. 


In the case of the float senators and 
representatives from Arapahoe county 
the same charges of fraud, perpetrated 
in Denver, are entered in these con­ 
tests. 


The case of Mrs. Brandt against Mrs. 
Grenfell will have to be considered in 
the joint session of the Fourteenth 
general assembly as that body can­ 
vasses the state officers returns. 


The concluding paragraph of the con­ 
tests makes the following plea: 


“Wherefore contestor prays relief of 
your honorable body as follows: 


“First—That by reason of the errors 
and mistakes in the count, returns and 
canvass of the votes in the various 
voting precincts of Arapahoe county, 
as are hereinbefore alleged and set 
forth, this honorable body, in accord­ 
ance with such practice as may prevail 
therein, cause the ballot boxes of each 
and all of the said voting precincts to 
be opened and a legal recount of the 
ballots therein.'contained to be made. 


“Second^-That for the purpose of 
such recount all of the election returns, 
poll bookg, ‘unused,’ spoiled and defec­ 
tive ballots, registration lists, poll 
books, voting lists and tally sheets, to­ 
gether with the envelopes and original 
packages in which the same w^re re­ 
turned to the county clerk and recorder 
of said county by the precinct election 
officers of said county as well as the 
ballot boxes containing the ballots cast 
and counted at the said election to be 
produced before your honorable body, 
or its duly qualified committee, for in­ 
spection. 


"Third—That contestor be duly de­ 
clared elected to the said office of state 
—(senator or representative). 


“Fourth—That the certificate of elec­ 
tion issued to and received by the said 
contestee for said office be canceled 
and set aside. 


“Fifth—That 
some 
suitable 
and 
proper provision be made for the re­ 
imbursement of contestor for his costs 
and counsel fees necessarily expended 
and paid out in the prosecution of this 
contest.” 


The contest from the 18th senatorial 
district was filed separately. 
In this 
instance the contestor is Charles H 
Freeman and the contestee is John 
Kennedy. The usual charges of fraud 
and the refusal to count legal Republi­ 
can votes are made. In the contest be­ 
tween H. W. Twombly and W. A. Hill 
of the 12th senatorial district, which is 
a float district with Arapahoe, Mr. Hill 
has already filed his reply to the paper. 
In his reply he denies the allegations 
and makes counter charges to the ef­ 
fect that illegal votes were received 
and counted for the Republican candi­ 
date, that in certain precincts legal 
Democratic votes were rejected and 
that mistakes and irregularities were 
made which caused him a great loss 
of votes. 


There are now 33 of the seats of the 
members-elect as certified to by the 
state canvassing board being contested, 
22 by the Republicans and the 11 sen­ 
ators by the Democrats. If all tbe evi­ 
dence alffepdy on file in the secretary 
of state’s offline is read once beiore the 
joint 
B#psion 
sitting 
as a contest 
bbard, tlie assembly will not complete 
its membership roll before the first of 
February. 


MR. G O U D Y D I S C U S S E S 


T H E P R E S I D E N T 'S A T T I T U D E . 


Hon. Frank C. Goudy, who is one of 
the Republican candidates for the elec­ 
tion as United States senator, returned 
from the east this morning. The pri­ 
mary object of his trip was to look after 
some business matters, but incidentally 
he stopped at Washington and had a 
conference with President Roosevelt. 
In discussing the Republican outlook in 
Colorado as viewed by the president, 
Mr. Goudy says: 


“President Roosevelt is very anxious 
for the return of a Republican to the 
United States senate from Colorado if 
that can be accomplished on an honest 
showing of fraud in Arapahoe county. 
But the president wants that the fraud 
shall be proven to such an extent as 
will justify the Beating of the Repub­ 
lican candidates. President Roosevelt

a faction by overcoming the will of the 
people in this senatorial fight. Allow 
me to say right here that fortunately 
there are very few federal office holders 
who are violating the ni'.-js of the gov­ 
ernment and the wishes of the people 
in this matter. The large majority of 
them are attending strictly to their 
work. I have many friends among the 
federal office holders and they are not 
using the government’s time or pres­ 
tige to foster my interests, and I for 
one will not ask them to do so.

board of directors, which board shall 
have power to compile by-laws and 
shall carry out the intent ana purpose 
of the said club association to the best 
of their ability.

goes on make its magnificent new club 
the most palatial Elks home in all the 
state. The latch string will always be 
out to all Elks of Colorado and the 
United States. 


PLENTY OF WATER—At the pres­ 
ent time the city of Victor appears to 
have plenty of water for all purposes, 
there being two sources of supply— 
the old reservoir and the Vindicator 
mine. 
W ater from the reservoir is 
probably as pure as water can be, but 
of that taken 
from the Vindicator 
nothing definite can be said as yet. 
Water Commissioner James McCarthy 
submitted a quantity to a Colorado col­ 
lege chemist over a week ago for analy­ 
sis but has so far received no report, 
although he has since urged haste. 


APPARENT SUICIDE—From the ef­ 
fect of 
drinking 
carbolic 
acid, the 
daughter of James Duteil, who resides 
on N. Eighth street, died this afternoon 
at 3:30 o’clock. 
Drs. St. Clair and 
Thomas were summoned but found tne 
girl dying wrhen they arrived, and al­ 
though the most drastic treatment for 
carbolic acid poison was administered 
she could not be revived. There is no 
»positive evidence as yet that death 
resulted from carbolic acid poisoning 
©Stcept an empty bottle labeled ‘‘car­ 
bolic acid,” and which an examination 
proved had contained the fiery fluid. 
No reason is assigned for the rash act 
of Miss Duteil. 
To all appearances 
she was in good health and was appar­ 
ently leading a contented life. It will 
be remembered by many that Mrs. 
Duteil, mother of the girl who died 
this afternoon, was supposed to have 
committed suicide about six months 
ago, and at the time it was believed 
she had drunk carbolic acid, but a post­ 
mortem 
examination 
disclosed that 
death was induced by alcohol poison­ 
ing. 
It is said that Miss Duteil's 
death was in every respect similar to 
her mother’s but it is hardly probable 
that the girl died from the effects Of 
alcohol. 
However, a post-mortem ex­ 
amination which will be held as soon 
as possible will no doubt disclose the 
real cause of her death. 


The autopsy, held late this afternoon, 
confirmed the first theory of carbolic 
acid poisoning. 


CAVE-IN AT THE GOLDEN CYCLE 
—It is reported that a cave-in occurred 
at the Golden Cycle tonight, as a re­ 
sult of which F. E. Tucker is now lying 
in a very critical condition. No definite 
word can be obtained from the mine 
as to the accident.

candidates for the several offices and 
will charge fraud. 
There will be con­ 
tests pled against the 11 members-elect

M AKES A STATEM ENT. 


City Treasurer John A. Voorhees last 
night gave out a signed statem ent set­ 
tin g forth his position in the m atter of 
the charges made against his office by 
[. City Auditor I. S. Harris. The prelimi­ 
nary exam ination zt Mr. H arris on the 
charge of criminal libel made against 
him by Mr. Voorhees will come up be­ 
fore Justice of the Peace W. N. Ruby 
Tuesday. 
Deputy D istrict Attorney 
Black who will conduct the case on be­ 
half of the prosecution, will subpoena 
as witnesses the members of the finartce 
I'com m ittee of the city council, Alder­ 
men Clark, Stark and Capell, and City 
Clerk MacMillan who conducted the In­ 
vestigation into the office of the treas­ 
urer, and Mayor J. R. Robinson. The 
witnesses for the 
defense 
are 
not 
known. 


The statem ent made by Treasurer 
Voorhees is as follows: 
Now that the Investigation of the office 
of the city treasurer has been completed 
[and the report of the investigating commlt- 
; tee has been given to the press, I beg the 


j Indulgence of the people for a few words 
[ on my own behalf and the treasurer's 
I department In general. 


At the outset, I wish to thank the citi- 
jzens of Colorado Springs for their kindly 
I reservation of judgment on the slander- 
fwus and malicious charges made against 
[my office until the truth could be deter- 
I mined, and to say that their attitude has 
[only increased my pride and satisfaction 
| in having been a member of the commun- 
I Sty for so many years. 


To say that X was hurt and distressed 
rto have such charges published through­ 
o u t the length and breadth of the state 
! with no Immediate opportunity to disprove 
i them, but compelled to wait day after day 
I for the completion of the investigation, 
I would be a mild expression of my feel- 
[ ings. 
I have never wanted more than 


i my due in the eyes of the public and only 
[ ask now for justice and fair play, which 
II have confidence I shall get. Any fea 
! ture In the conduct of my office that may 
I seem improper and subject to criticism I 
I shall be glad to have referred to and I 
| shall endeavor to improve them. 


Ycur present city council has been wise 
[ in its legislation respecting the affairs of 
| the city treasurer. 


1. They have required him to g-lve bond 


j in a surety company. 


2. They have declined to designate the 
(places of deposit of public funds, thereby 
assuming no risk as to their safety, even 
though the banks become insolvent, so 
{that the funds of the city and the proper 
¡conduct of the treasurer's office are more 
j secure today than at any time In the hls- 
jtory of the city. 


In reference to the matter of interest 
Son the city’s money, I have this to say, 
rthat I have collected up to date between 
riive and six hundred dollars in Interest 
¡that has been paid upon city funds and 
ithls money is properly shown on my books 
land Is In the bank to the credit of the 
leity, but haß not been reported to the 
¡auditing department because a determin­ 
atio n has not been reached as to which 
fund It should be credited; and It will not 
be reported until such time. I will say, fur- 
Ither, that by the end of the present year 
|there will be over $1,300 which tne funds 
Df the city have earned in interest since 
larch. 1 of this year, and which, I am In­ 
formed, is the first Interest ever paid in 
the history of the city. 
The money on 
(which interest is- collected is what is 
tnown as the city hall fund, and is de­ 
rived from the sale of bonds for the pur­ 
pose of building the city hall now under 
construction. The money was in hand be­ 
fore the contract was let for the building 
of the city hall and is now only being 
reduced month by month as the building 
progresses. Your public grounds and build­ 
ings committee urged that we should re­ 
ceive interest on the deposits of that fund, 
ind I thought then and do yet, that they 
Bhowed a pr«v.er apprehension of their 
äuty in the maiier, and I shall continue 
to follow that policy notwithstanding the 
city auditor to the contrary. 


Relative to the national banks and trust 
companies of Colorado Springs, I want 
to say that their attitude toward the city 
|s a generous one. They have always been 
ready to assist in any way requested, they 
Charge us no exchange, they pay interest 
on our deposits, they have shipped and 
|ellvered our bonds at actual cost to them, 
and extend a standing offer to continue 
jo do so. 


I want to thank your mayor for the 
prompt action in appointing an investigat­ 
ing committee, and I want to thank that 
¡committee, Mr. Clark, Mr. Stark, Mr. 
Capell and Mr. MoMillen for the thorough 
ind prompt manner in which they check­ 
ed my office. 


I want to thank the local press for the 
kindly and careful manner in which they 
referred to the accusations. I also want to 
fthank the representatives of my bonds- 
len for their prompt investigation. 
I assumed the duties of city treasurer 


last March with a greater degree of ser­ 
iousness and responsibility than I have 
ever felt In any other position, and I hate 
tried 
do my ; duty and to work for 
the Interest of the city. 


The city employed the city auditor to 
assist me In preparing & set. of new books 
that would meet the requirements of the 
new conditions caused in changing our 
classification to a city of the first-class, 
and for which he changed the city $1,000, 
in addition to his regular salary, and I 
am frank to admit that I have not called 
upon him since then for much assistance 
or advice. In matters where legal ques­ 
tions were not involved, I have always 
found the members of the city council 
and finance committee ready and willing 
to respond; and in questions where legal 
phases were to be dealt with, I have al­ 
ways foupd City Attorney J. W. dheafor 
ready and able to pass upon. Beyond that, 
in Mr. Sheafor's absence, I have been 
at liberty to call up Judge Lunt, Mr. Dol­ 
man, Riohard Lea Kennedy, S. H. Kinsley 
and Guy Le Roy Stevick, attorney for 
my bond company, who have charged the 
city nothing for their services, and I shall 
continue to avail myself of advice on legal 
subjects from such gentlemen in prefer­ 
ence to the city auditor, regardless of his 
assumed knowledge of municipal affairs, 
especially In the face of his willingness 
to injure the credit of the city and insult 
the intelligence of the community by such 
publications as were sent out of this city 
a week ago. 


The statutes provide that funds raised 
for a definite and specific purpose shall 
not be applied to other uses, and, when 
the city council decided that a portion of 
the city hall fund could be used temporar­ 
ily, for taking up warrants drawn on other 
funds, for the payment of which warrants 
there was not money available at the 
time, they acted with the best possible in­ 
tents for the interests of the city, but it 
was still optional with the treasurer as 
to whether he followed that plan or not, 
he being the custodian of the fund and 
his bondsmen liable for their custody. I 
did, however, use that fund to the ex­ 
tent of ?12,077.70 In taking up and carrying 
warrants No. 5702 and No. 5194, registered 
in the name of the First National bank, 
and warrant No. 5919 registered In the 
name of C. W. ICurie. 


The auditor has tried to place my office 
In a critical light for having used a por­ 
tion of the fund in that manner, and when 
shown why it had been done he then tried 
to show the people of Colorado Springs 
that I was guilty of gross misconduct for 
not having used it all for the redemption 
of outside warrants. 


It has been 6aid critically that I ob­ 
jected to an Investigation of myself by 
self-appointed committees off the street, 
and I will confess that I did, and shall 
have to continue to do so as long as there 
are competent and legal authorities to 
erform such functions, and especially that 
I am under $100,000 bond in an unsenti­ 
mental surety company to safeguard the 
office; but I have said and say now, that 
I shall be glad to receive any citizens 
who come to my office in a proper atti­ 
tude, and will show them anything they 
desire pertaining to my part in the ad­ 
ministration of the city’s affairs.

in such a way as to produce a more se­ 
rious injury. 
He states th at he was 
ta k e n 'to Colorado Springs and tried; 
th at he did not and could not receive 
justice because the citizens of Colorado 
Springs and vicinity were so incensed 
over the troubles during the Bull hill 
w ar that an alleged law-breaker was 
considered guilty and treated as such. 
He states that the factional feeling 
which was then existing between Colo­ 
rado Springs and Cripple Creek over 
the attem pts of the division of the 
county also worked against his inter­ 
ests. 
He claims that being a special 
police officer in Cripple 
Creek, 
the 
chief of police and the m arshal were 
against him because they opposed the 
appointm ent of special police by the 
business men of that city. 


Another application for pardon has 
been made by Charles B. Shores, who 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for 
20 years for murdfcr in 1900 in El Paso 
county. The third application Is made 
by W, P. Kennard, who was sentenced 
to the penitentiary in 1897 from El Paso 
county for attem pting to wreck a train. 


Charles B. Shores was sent to the 
penitentiary from this county two years 
ago for the murder of his son-in-law, 
Tom Williams. The case was the most 
exciting that has been 
tried in this 
county for several years and attracted 
a great deal of attention. 
The killing 
occurred a t Shores’ ranch a t Falcon 
and was the outcome of trouble that 
originated 
when 
Williams 
married 
Shores’ daughter some months before. 
At the time of the marriage, which was 
a runaway affair, Shores followed Wil­ 
liams and his daughter, who were rid­ 
ing in a buggy, through the streets of 
the city and created quite a disturb­ 
ance. The testimony of a young lady 
school teacher of Falcon really con­ 
victed the man and after the trial the 
residents of th at section, 
or a 
good 
many of them, gave the young lady 
a handsome present in the shape of a 
watch on which was 
engraved 
the 
words, "You Spoke the Truth." 
The 
feeling was very high against Shores 
among his neighbors but his attorneys 
made a strong defense and fought the 
case bitterly. 


B IR T H S OF Y E A R . 


The city health departm ent is engaged 
in the very interesting occupation of 
looking up births for the year, in order 
that the annual report of the depart­ 
ment may be complete in that respect. 
There is a law, which apparently is not 
generally observed, which requires the 
physicians of the city to make a report 
to the city cleric on births, and while 
this is observed by the m ajority of the 
doctors, there have been a large num ­ 
ber of births which were never report­ 
ed to Mr. MacMillan. 
Since the m at­ 
ter was taken up a large number of 
certificates have been found, and the 
record in that respect will soon be very 
complete as regards 1902. The holidays 
appear to have diverted the attention 
of physicians from such 
m atters 
as 
turning in birth certificates during the 
past month, or else the additions to 
the population have been few, as the 
city clerk has received a very small 
number of certificates so far.

New Mexico, for J2.000, which he 
alleges Is the value of some shares in 
an oil company which he should have 
received frojn the defendant. 


According to the allegations of the 
complaint the defendant in February 
last secured pptions on land around 
Raton, believing, that there was oil 
there.. With, thè firm of William P. 
Bonbright & Co. of this city -he entered 
Into an agreement- whereby he turned 
over to the. finn half of hls interest in 
the options,. Allam claim s that, he as­

The 
plaintiff claims that he demanded 281,200 
shares, but th at the defendant has de­ 
clined to deliver them to him. He claims 
th at during May and June the shares 
were reasonably worth two cents each. 
He therefore wants $2,000. 


Charged W ith S tealing a T runk

S C IE N C E B U IL D IN G TO 


BE P A L M E R H A L L. 


The board of trustees of Colorado col­ 
lege held a long and im portant meet­ 
ing yesterday in the Perkins hall, at 
which m atters relating to the aflairs 
of the institution were discussed. 


There were present General William 
J. Palmer, Manlon D. Thatcher, Irving 
Howbert, Judge Campbell, W. S. Jack­ 
son, Philip B. Stewart, George W. Bai­ 
ley, Dr. W. H. W. Boyle, Judge Lunt, 
Frank Trumbull. Thomas S. Hayden, 
Dr. James B. Gregg, William Lennox 
and the president of the board, Dr. Wil­ 
liam F. Slocum. 


The new science building was care­ 
fully inspected and great pleasure was 
expressed at the work already done 
and the careful manner in which all the 
details of the great structure have been 
wuiked out. 
All evpressed themselves 
as surprised at the completeness of the 
many laboratories and lecture rooms, 
and they were unanimous in the opinion 
that the use of any other than the 
peaehblow stone would have been a 
serious mistake. 


The first m atters of business relat­ 
ed to this building. It was decided to 
change the name upon the original col­ 
lege building from “Palm er Hall” 
to 
“The Cutler Academy,” as this will be­ 
come the headquarters of the prepara­ 
tory school as soon as the new building 
is completed. It was then unanimous­ 
ly decided to name the new science 
building "Palm er Hall,” in honor of 
General William J. Palmer, who has 
come to be regarded, more than anyone 
else, as the founder of the college, and 
who has always been one of the most 
generous contributors to the institu­ 
tion. This action of the board will give 
great satisfaction to the many friends 
of General Palm er and also to the in­ 
creasingly large number of 
the con­ 
stituents of the college. 


The academy is now to be developed 
more and 
more as an 
independent 
school, and Dr. Slocum announced that 
the two sons of the late Henry Cut­ 
ler, in whose memory the school was 
named, have contributed the sum of 
$20,000 to sta rt the endowment fund of 
the academy. 
This means that 
this 
school will become a permanent insti­ 
tution. 


The m atter of the equipment of the 
science building was discussed, and it 
was decided to secure the sum of $50,- 
000 for this purpose, as this will be 
necessary in order that it may be ready 
for the most thorough scientific study 
and research. 
A 
committee 
of 
the 
trustees was appointed 
to co-operate 
with a similar one from the faculty 
to begin plans for the dedication of the 
buliding which will be a very impor­ 
tant event in scientific circles. 


Much time was 
given to 
extended 
discussion 
of 
the new 
engineering 
courses and departments. 
It was felt 
by the board that the time has come 
to enlarge still further the sphere of 
usefulness of the college and meet the 
demands which have come for making 
the institution the conter of the best 
engineering work. 
The necessity for 
greatly enlarged endowment funds was 
seriously felt, and also the importance 
of making the people of wealth under­ 
stand the unusual opportunity which 
exists at the present time. 


A large am ount of detailed business 
relating to the various departm ents of 
the college was gone over and the fi­ 
nancial m atters of the college. It was 
seen that a large increase must be se­ 
cured in the resources of the college. 
The growth has been so great and the 
demands upon the college are so im­ 
perative that it was left that the gen­ 
eral endowment fund m ust immediately 
be raised to $1,000,000. 


The m atter of increased accommoda­ 
tions for both 
the young 
men and 
young women was considered and it is 
hoped that something may come from 
it in the very near future. 


D E A T H O F LE V I W E L T Y , O N E 
O F S T A T E ’S E A R L I E S T S E T T L E R S 
Levi Welty, one of Colorado's earliest 
pioneers, died in this city yesterday at 
the age of 77 years. Forty-one years of 
his life had been passed in the shadow 
of Colorado’s mountains. 
Mr. Welty 
was with the very vanguard of civiliza­ 
tion when it began hewing a way to­ 
ward the setting sun. He followed the 
star of empire to the Centennial state; 
here he was content to risk his fortunes 
and here he took a prominent and an 
active part in the upbuilding of this 
commonwealth. 
Mr. W elty had been a resident of Colo­ 
rado Springs for many years. He had 
been living at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. S. P. Faulkner, at 446 E ast Pike's 
Peak avenue, where he died. About a 
week ago he 
suffered 
a 
stroke 
of 
paralysis and this was primarily the 
cause of death. The funeral services will 
be held Sunday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
a t the house. Rev. Mr. Paisley, pastor 
of the United Presbyterian church, will 
officiate. 


The deceased was a native of Tuscara­ 
was county, Ohio, and he lived there for 
m any years. 
He removed in 1854 to 
Mendota, L a Salle county, Illinois, and 
after three years settled in Assumption, 
the same state, where he conducted a 
hotel. In the spring of 1861 he came to 
Colorado and settled at Buffalo Flats, 
in Summit county, afterw ards remov­ 
ing to American Gulch in the same 
county, where he engaged in mining. 
During the winter of 1861-62 he was in 
charge of his stock on Adobe 
creek, 
south of Vanbn City. In the spring of 
'62 he rented w hat was known as the 
Hardscrabble ranch in Fremont coun­ 
ty, where he carried on a general farm 
business during the summer. 
Return­ 
ing to Summit county in the spring of 
1863, he kept a boarding house and also 
engaged in mining. In the fall he went 
to Black Hawk, later settled in Den­ 
ver until the fall of 1SC3, and then re­ 
turned to Mendota, so th at his children 
might have educational advantages. 


In the spring of 1866 he returned to 
Colorado and settled In El Paso coun­ 
ty, near Monument, 
where 
he 
en­ 
gaged in ranching and the stock busi­ 
ness. 
In the fall of 1871 he removed 
his stock to Pour Mile creek, 10 miles 
west of w hat is now Cripple- Creek, 
which was a t th at time an excellent 


summer cattle range. 
His sons built 
the first house erected in the Cripple 
Creelc district and here they made their 
headquarters during the summer while 
the cattle pastured on the range. 
In 
this connection a story is related as to 
how Cripple Creek became so named. 
While the W elty boys were building 
their house, George Welty fell from the 
roof with a bundle of shingles and was 
injured. 
Two days later one of their 
men had his leg broken by being thrown 
by a horse. 
For this reason one of 
their workmen, Billy Gibbs, suggested 
calling the stream Cripple creek. 
The 
Four Mile ranch was finally sold by the 
Weltys to Bob and Will Womack, who 
patented it to hold it for their cattle. 


The deceased had lived in Colorado 
Springs for about 27 years. 
His \Yife 
died about three years ago. He Is sur­ 
vived by his daughter, Mrs. Faulkner 
and a son Frank, who is living at Crip­ 
ple Creek and who Is one of the best- 
known men in the district. Another son 
and his wife were killed in an accident 
at Cripple Creek some years ago. The 
W elty family was one of the -very earli­ 
est to settle in El Paso county, and Mr. 
Welty always enjoyed the respect and 
esteem of his fellow citizens. His was 
a life of integrity, well lived, and in his 
ripe old age 
he enjoyed 
the 
fruits 
thereof in peace and contentment.

the 
Mediterranean 
and the Aegean sea to Asia Minor, and 
up the Dardanelles to Constantinople, 
and then you will have to disembark 
and walk 400 miles, if you wish to 
equal the distance th at would have to 
be traveled to reach the headwaters of 
the river. 


W hat, if this “father of watei's,” like 
the Nile, had flowed north instead of 
south, and like the Red River of the 
North, had emptied into 
the Arctic 
ocean instead of the gulf? Commer­ 
cially speaking, it would have cut off 
this greats river By stem from the world, 
would have made the Isthm ian canai 
useless to the Mississippi valley, and 
would have spread an annual devasta­ 
tion throughout its course, because the 
floods of spring from the southern por­ 
tion of the river would have poured 
down upon the northern while the lat­ 
ter was still Ice-bound. 
Tilting the 
basin of the Mississippi only a few 
hundred feet would have made all this 
vast difference.—(Josiah Strong, in the 
January Success. 


The Problems of Modern Astronomy. 


The leading problems of what may 
be called “terrestrial astronomy” are, at 
present, a more accurate determination 
of the earth's form arid density and 
of the irregularities of its rotatipn. The 
former is not neglected; but just now 
special importance attaches to study of 
the slight "wabbling” of tfce earth's 
axis, and the strongly suspected varia­ 
tions in the length of the day. These 
phenomena lie at the very boundary 
of possible observation. The greatest 
departure of the pole from its mean po­ 
sition, since its “wabble” was first de­ 
tected, 14 years ago, has been less than 
40 feet. It is studied only indirectly, 
through the infinitesimal changes in 
the latitudes of different observatories. 
But the motion, slight as it is, is now 
beyond question; and the investigations 
of Dr. Chandler have shown that, al­ 
though apparently extremely irregular, 
it is, in the main, really governed by 
law, and amenable to calculation. The 
theory, howeyer, Is still imperfect, and 
in order to obtain the necessary data 
a chain of astronomical stations encir­ 
cling the earth has been established by 
different governments. There are six 
of the stations, all on or near the paral­ 
lel of 39 degrees and 10 minutes, where 
continuous observations of the latitude 
are to be kept for at least 14 years.— 
(Charles A. Young in January Success.

A Week’s Vacation Well Spent Along 
The Hudson. 


I prepared to spend a ten davs' va­ 
cation in walking up the Hudson val­ 
ley. 
At a Broadway trunk store. I 
bought a piece of heavy brown can­ 
vas. 
In it I wrapped a clean set of 
clothes and the necessary toilet ar­ 
ticles, a half pound of sweet chocolate, 
needle and thread, a guide book of tho 
Hudson and a novel. 
I bound it with 
a long shawl strap and carried it on 
my shoulders. 
While walking 1 cut 
down its weight continually by mailing 
useless articles into town, so that final­ 
ly it must have weighed only about 
one-quarter of the ten pounds it start­ 
ed with. 
The road maps in the guide 
book, with the designation of points 
of interest on them, were indispens­ 
able. 
I wore old clothes, felt hat and 
soft shirt. 


A day’s walk varied from eight miles 
on muddy roads to the 
21 
when I 
climbed Slide mountain, the highest 
of the Catskills. 
I walked just as the 
spirit led. 
A thunder storm, and the 
only bad w'eather I had, cut one day 
down to ten miles. 
From Saturday 
at 4 p. m. until the following Monday 
week at 1 p . m., I had walked about 
150 miles, averaging 17 miles a day. 


Dogs I met by the hundreds—cow­ 
ardly little ones that made tremen­ 
dous 
rackets 
from the stoops, big 
black curs that threatened to ’take 
bites out of me. and friendly, playful 
collies, who greeted me like old friends. 
I met men who wanted to know what 
I was selling, and if I was looking for 
work, until I got into the Catskills, 
where they knew me and my kind. 


I had many 
offers 
to 
ride, 
and 
learned to accept them, because they 
were honors which it was an insult to 
refuse. 
The men who gave the lifts 
w’ere fountains of local information, 
and a good listener was a rare treat 
for them. 


My few discomforts, and I do not 
deny that I had some, quickly meited_ 
away and were forgotten in the mani­ 
fold pleasures and interests and nat­ 
ural beauties of the tour. 
I saw such 
places of literary association as che 
estates of E. P. Roe and N. P. vVillis 
at Cornwall, of John Burroughs at 
West Park, and the legendary house of 
Rip Van Winkle, and of historical in­

A Short-hand Typewriter. 


Attempts to combine stenography and 
typewriting have not been very successful 
hitherto, but it is claimed that the problem 
has now been solved by a Frenchman, M. 
Lafaurie, in a machine named by him, 
"the stenodactyl.” In this machine thera 
are only ten keys, one for each finger, 
and the position of the fingers remains the 
same throughout the writing, the different 
sounds being wTitten by depressing dif­ 
ferent combinations of keys. In this way, 
62 sounds can be registered, which am 
found to bo sufficient for phonetic writ­ 
ing. The left hand writes the consonants 
and the right hand the vowels and as 
the hands are employed simultaneously, 
each movement of the two writes a syl­ 
lable. The speed is thus trebled, and an 
operator who can write 70 words a min­ 
ute on an ordinary typewriter can do 200 
words on the “6tenodactyl.”. It is claimed 
that this type of Instrument is destined 
to come in wide use and that it will prac­ 
tically solve the problem of a universal 
or international system of stenography.—

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THE LEGISLATIVE SITUATION. 


m B DECISION of the state canvassing board in the legislative contest from San Juan county makes it 
apparent that by the use of proper means a Republican m ajority of the state legislature may possibly 
have it in their power to elect a Republican as the next United States senator from Colorado. 
Such a result would be highly desirable ■ both from a party standpoint and from that of the general 
•inteteste of the state. 
Thi> Republicans Win organisie the lower house of the state legislature with a safe majority, and they have the 
powef, if they wish to exercise it, to deprive the Democratic representatlves-elect from Arapahoe county and 
the float districts of which Arapahoe is a part, of their seats by deciding the contest cases in favor of their 
Republican opponents. 
But the first duty of the Republican members of the lower house is to investigate the charges of fraud that 
have been made and that will be pfosecuted before them, candidly, honestly, fairly and impartially. 
They should approach this quéstion with the earnest conviction that the future good of the party in this 
state depends upon their actions, and with the single purpose of serving the best interests of the state and 
of the party. 
No tem poraty partisan advantage can be sufficient to compensate for the ineffaceable disgrace and irrep­ 
arable injury th at would be done by any decision contrary to the proven facts or in violation of the expressed 
will of the people of this state­ 
li the Republican members of the lower house sincerely and consistently follow their convictions in this 
m atter, if they make an honest and fair investigation and then act according to what they believe to be the facts, 
land make their decision an honest expression of the will of the people, they may safely disregard the threats 
th at are being m ade against them, on the one side by un-Republicans who are demanding that the permanent party 
interests be sacrificed to temporary advantage, and on the other by disappointed Democrats who are endeavor­ 
ing to bluff the Republicans by threats into a surrender of the legitimate fruits of the victory won by the 
honest votes of the people of the state. 
It is im portant in order to secure the best results that the members of the legislature should go to Denver 
entirely unpledged as regards all m atters connected with the United States senatorship. They should be free 
to act for the interests of the party and of the people, and they should not be committed to any pledges on be­ 
half of any one th at will at any time prevent them from following what they believe to be the path of duty.

THE VENEZUELAN SETTLEIWENT- 
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h e MANIFEST reasons why President Roosevelt 


should hot act as chief arbitrator in the Vene­ 


zuelan dispute have prevailed to secure the refer­ 
ence of this m atter to the international Hague 


tribunal, thanks to the successful influence of American 
diplomacy. 
The disappointment expressed in some quarters only 
serves to emphasize the objections to the other solution 
of- the difficulty. The British say that the reference to 
The Hague tribunal is no settlem ent at all because there 
is no way by which a decision of that court can be exe­ 
cuted, whereas if a decision had been reached by President 
Roosevelt, he would have been bound, In order to secure 
the prestige and honor of the American government, to in­ 
sist upon the observance by Venezuela of the final term s 
of settlem ent. 
But this responsibility for Venezuelan acts is just what 
the American government has been trying to avoid, and 
ju st what clever European diplomats have been en­ 
deavoring to ,tjirust upon us. 
The reference of this dispute to The Hague tribunal 
is important, not only as presenting a settlem ent of the 
Venezuelan difficulty, but also as serving to increase the 
dignity and the standing of that court The declsioli of 
the Pius claims of the United States against Mexico was 
not a case in which the nations outside of those directly 
concerned were greatly interested. Its reference to the 
court set a precedent for other nations to follow, but it 
■ was a precedent that might easily have been disregarded. 
If The Hague tribunal had been ignored in the Vene­ 
zuelan case, it would have made it much easier for the 
nations to overlook it in other m atters. But on the other 
hand, the favor of the United States government for this 
court, which has just been shown, following upon its 
action in the Pius case, serves very m aterially toward 
the perm anent establishm ent of this tribunal of Inter­ 
national arbitration. 
And it seems reasonable to suppose th at the govern- 
%meiit of the United States will find it easier, ii such a 
thing becomes necessary, to use its influence with Vene­ 
zuela to secure acceptance and execution of the decree 
of The Hague tribunal, than it would be to enforce the 
decision rendered by President Roosevelt and an arbitra­ 
tion commission appointed by him. In the first case the 
' United States would appear as the friend of Venezuela, 
" advising th at country to accept the decision of an im- 
. -partial court, and pointing out the difficulties and dan­ 
gers to the common American interests th at might result 
■ from th e refusal or failure to do this. 
In the other case 
the United States could hardly help appearing in the role 
of an interested and prejudiced officer of the court, seek­ 
ing to enforce our own views in the m atter, and thus 
adding to the suspicion with which the acts of a great 
nation are always apt to be regarded by a smaller one. 
From whatever side, therefore, the m atter is consid­ 
ered, It appears that the result reached is a satisfactory 
one. It 13 not, of course, a final settlem ent of the diffi­ 
culty, which may come only after a long period of time, 
tmd possibly complications more serious than those that 
have already transpired. But we believe th at the present 
statu s of the affair is the best that could have been 
"' reached at this time, and there is every reason to hope 
tb at tilings will move forward with reasonable celerity 
tow ards a final and peaceful settlem ent of the whole m at 
ter, and also th at the event will leave a perm anent im­ 
pulse for good in th© conduct of international affairs.

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HE EASTERN dispatches have taken the trouble 
to inform us that Dr. Lorenz, the great surgeon 
is not making any large amount of money by 
his visit to this country. 
Dr. Lorenz doubtless is not worrying very much over 
this aspect of the situation. He appears to be one of 
those men to whom money is not the supreme good, and 
as he has the opportunity to confer a benefit upon his 
fellow men, such as comes to but a few persons in the 
course of a century, he Is presumably better pleased with 
that than he would have been If he had tricked the 
American people out of several hundred thousand dollars. 
The entire course of Dr. Lorenz in this country, the 
way in which he has given his services without charge 
to hundreds of poor children, and the unfailing courtesy 
and readiness with which he has imparted his knowledge 
to other practicing surgeons, is an indication that the 
Austrian surgeon is not only a renowned scientist of 
very exceptional ability, but that he is a great and a 
good man, who is doing what he can to make the world 
happier and better.

HERE ARB DOUBTLESS a good many 
persons 
who, 
after 
reading 
so much recently about Venezuela and the Monroe doctrine, are asking 
themselves or others the questions, “Why should there be any Monroe 
doctrine?” 
"Why should the United States concern itself at all in the rela­ 
tions that exist between the nations of Europe and those of South America, 
any more than with the relations between Europe and Africa?” 
And possibly there are some Gazette readers who might find it rather 
difficult to answer these questions. 
Of course, there is the Monroe doctrine, 
and it is one of the advantages of this and other similar “doctrines,” that they 
express in an Indefinite but very Impressive form, some truth that has been 
agreed upon, and that few persons thereafter venture to question. 
There are 
many Americans doubtless who would be willing to fight to the death for the 
“Monroe doctrine,” but who have only a very hazy and probably erroneous no­ 
tion of what that doctrine is, or the reasons for its existence. 
Nevertheless there are very good reasons for the 
Monroe 
doctrine, al 
though the one that was most prominent in the minds of its original advocates 
no longer exists. 
After the revolt of the Spanish colonies in South America, 
there was a concerted movement on the part of European monarchies to re­ 
establish the power of Spain. 
This effort was partly political, partly anti-re­ 
publican and partly religious, and It was very evidently In opposition to the 
sentiments and the interests not only of the people of the United States but 
also those of England and other politically and religiously free peoples of the 
world. 
At the present time there Is certainly no effort in progress to re-establish 
Spain's despotism in South America, nor to make the Roman Catholic church 
supreme in m atters of religion, nor to destroy republics because they are 
republics. 
But plenty of good reasons for the Monroe doctrine remain, and these 
reasons are of two kinds, sentimental and practical. 
The United' States is a 
republic, the greatest and moat successful one that Is or ever has been in the 
world, and it Is natural that we should feel a kindly disposition toward the 
smaller republics, especially those that are our near neighbors. 
We would 
like to see the people of South America as prosperous as those of the nortnern 
part of our hemisphere, and inasmuch as they have paid us the com plim ent of 
copying our constitution and political system closely we want them to have 
a fair trial of our form of government. 
We have won our own Independence 
from European control, and so have they, and we sympathize with them In 
their dealings with transatlantic powers. 
The past history of the dealings of European governments with the peo­ 
ples of other continents is not conducive to respect for their justice or their 
mercy or their strict regard for the rights of Independent powers. The colonial 
history of France, Germany, Holland, Spain and even of England is full of 
examples that we would not like to see repeated in South America 
Then there is the very important 
matter 
of 
commerce. 
The South 
American countries are very good customers of ours and we expect them to 
be even better in the future than they now are. 
European political predomin­ 
ance is South America would be to our commercial Injury, and we are quite 
right as a nation In using our influence to advance our own Interests 
But the United States has a more important reason than the commercial 
one in objecting to the building up of European power on this side of the 
ocean. 
Even In these days of fast steamships and of wireless telegraphy the 
ocean is a protection to us, and we have a right to keep that defense at its 
maximum of effectiveness. 
All that the channel has been to England the 
Atlantic is and should continue to be to the United States. 
The presence of 
European powers on this side of the Atlantic would be a constant IrrltaUon 
In time of peace and a menace in time of war. 
We cannot drive England out 
of Canada nor France and Denmark out of the West Indies and Indeed we 
have no wish to do so. 
But the course of events that have loosed the hold of 
Snaln and RnirlnnH nn/i

the meantime we will not permit the loosening grip to be re-established. 
We have learned from Cuba how productive of constant trouble the strug­ 
gle of an American people against a European power may be, and we do not 
want more experience of the same kind. 
Better a plain understanding with 
the governments of Europe now. a show of force, or even war if forced upon 
us, rather than the constant menace and the unavoidable complications of tho 
future. 
Further than that the United States is justified in going to extrem e lengths 
in maintaining the solidarity of American power against Europe. W e trust tlie 
time may never come when hostile hemispheres will face each other in anger 
across the narrow Atlantic, but if that time ever does come we should make 
certain that we have no side fire to dread. 
The foothold of any power oi 
Europe on this continent, north or south, is a menace to American interests, u i 
is a weakness in American defense. It is an Irritation to American sentiment | 
and It Is a provocation to inter-continental quarrels. 
We propose to keep out I 
of Europe, and we ask and expect Europe to keep out of the Americas, with 
nothing said about Asia and the Pacific islands. 
That is the Monroe doctrine, and the reason for the Monroe doctrine, and, 
while theorists may undertake to show that the great colonizing powers oi I 
Europe might be able to give South America a better and a more stable gov­ 
ernment thaii that region now enjoys, the feeling of 
the American 
people 
strikes straight to the true conclusion, the unwarrantable aggression upon a 
South American republic, or the attem pt to introduce their political system s on 
this continent or to regard American territory as proper ground for European i 
colonization, would be resisted as unfriendly to the United States and danger­ 
ous to our interests. 


Goudy, Dixon and Howbert made a vigorous fight for the success of the 
Republican ticket in the last campaign and it is an insult to the Republicans j 
of Colorado to classify them with “dark horses” who gave not one cent and j 
not one effort to the success of the ticket.

It is said 
that the pretender's followers have re­ 
ceived numerous additions since his sue, 
cesses, and he Is already negotiating 
with the tribes of the Wedmaweb val­ 
ley. Tbe population of Fez is reported 
to be generally hostile to the sultan and 
are ready to acclaim any pretender who 
will guarantee the town from pillage. 
No details of the Imperial losses have 
yet been reported here but it is ru­ 
mored that 3,000 of the sultan’s sol­ 
diers were killed or wounded. The au­ 
thorities here are trying to minimize 
the disaster. 
It is declared that a 
section of the imperial troops sent as 
reinforcements deserted to the rebels 
and aided in driving the loyal troops 
iDack to Fez.

OPPOSITION TO CUBAN 
RECIPROCITY TREATY. 
By Associated Press. 
Washington, 
Dec. 
28,-Considerable 
opposition Is developing to the ratifica­ 
tion of the Cuban reciprocity treaty 
now pending in the senate. 
It is not 
taking quite the form that the opposi­ 
tion to the Cuban legislation took last 
spring, but it is sufficient in substance 
to give concern to the friends of the 
treaty. 
From time to time, as opportunity of­ 
fers, the president is discussing 
the 
matter with senators, particularly those 
who are known to have objected to the 
enactment of legislation extending tar­ 
iff concessions to the Cuban republio. 
Several weeks ago It appeared that the 
treaty when presented to the senate, 
would be ratified without difficulty but 
some senators now are taking as strong 
grounds against the treaty as they took 
against the legislation proposed at the 
last session of congress. 
These sena­ 
tors are of two classes, those who are 
opposed on principle to any “tariff tink­ 
ering” and those who represent states 
whose products may be affected by the 
concessions extended to Cuba by the 
pending treaty. 
Senators of tlje first class might be 
induced to support the treaty inasmuch 
as it does not Involve, In their view, 
an attack on the system of protection, 
were It not for their apprehension that 
the ratificatlqn of the Cuban treaty 
may lead to a demand from other coun­ 
tries that they too, be accorded special 
tariff concessions by the United States. 
It has been indicated to the president 
that in the event of ratification of Cu­ 
ban treaty a demand may be expected 
from Germany within 80 days for con­ 
cessions similar to tboaa accorded Cuba. 
The most distinct desire of the Ger­ 
man emperor, it is pointed out, is for 
the extension of the foreign commerce 
of his empire. 
He of course regards 
Cuba as a nation foreign to the United 
States, and, so far as that point Is 
concerned, on all fours with Germany. 
If tariff concessions are granted to Cu­ 
ba. Germany, under the most favored 
nation clause, will request that she be 
given similar doncessions. That request 
may take the form almost of a demand. 
If It be not granted the fear la ex­ 
pressed that <?ermany may Initiate leg­ 
islation that will be Inlmloal to the In­ 
dustrial development of this country so 
far as Germany Is concerned, even If 
H should not ciirtall Amerloan com­ 
merce already established In Germany 
and Its possessions. 
The same argiiment is ' applied to 
other countries, Germany being used 
simply as an example of what may. be 
e.\pecled of all of the great foreign na­ 
tions With which the United States has 
extensive commercial relations, ,

Cripple Creek, Dec. 26.—A uthoritative 
d a ta has a t last been given as to thf 
drainage tunnel, it will be starte d the 
first of the new year, or very shortly 
afterw ards. C ontracts are to be let for 
the w ork as fa r as the El Paso ground 
and work will be pushed from all direc­ 
tions as fast as money and brains can 
push it. 
The elevation a t the point of 
beginning wMl be 8,706 feet an d a t the 
El Paso shaft, 8,800 feet; a t the point 
where it is to tap the w ater channel, 
8,803 feet, or 230 feet below the pres­ 
ent w ater level: a t the E lkton shaft, 
8,313 feet. 
The proposed tunnel is ex­ 
pected to tap one of the m ain under­ 
ground w ater channels of th is district 
a t a plane of 230 feet below the present 
w ater level of the d istrict, and 245 feet 
below the level of the old S tandard tun­ 
nel which w as driven into Beacon hill 
several years ago. 
It is intended to 
start on the old Cripple Creek water 
channel 600 feet up stream from the 
Gold and Globe mill, and take alm ost an 
easterly course through Beacon hill, un­ 
der the El Paso shaft, thence on to th'- 
Elkton ground on R aven hill. 
In this 
Way the drainage tunnel will cu t diag­ 
onally through the g reat w ater chan­ 
nel which runs from n o rth east to south­ 
west through the district.

No one was allowed to try the Ice yes­ 
terday, and If It grows colder the Ice 
will be in fine condition. 
There was one sport that did flourish 
yesterday, and that was shooting. The 
Manltou and Pastime Gun clubs did 
business on their grounds, and the Colo­ 
rado Springs Riffe club held a turkey 
shoot at their grounds near Cheyenne 
park. At this shoot a number of tur­ 
keys, ducks and other prizes were shot 
for. Amout twenty were present, and 
an excellent day’s gunning indulged In. 
The Manitou shoot was held on the 
grounds near the Denver & Rio Grande 
depot in that city, and a large number 
of sportsmen participated, turkeys be­ 
ing the prizes and the shoot 
being 
open to everyone. 
The biggest shoot 
of the day was that of the Pastime 
club, which 
was held 
at the 
club 
grounds on the mesa north of Colorado 
City. Prizes consisting of turkeys, add­ 
ed and 
divided 
money 
prizes 
and 
sweepstakes were offerpd, and about 30 
shooters were present. Including a num­ 
ber of the members of the Colorado 
Springs gun club, which held no shoot, 
and other local gunners. John Garrett 
of this city was foremost among the 
locals In the shooting, coming put of 
the match with an average of 99 per 
cent out of a tbtal of 500 clay targets 
shot at. 
The day was an admirable 
one for shooting, there being but a 
slight wind, and this blowing from the 
shooters’ right to left, but Mr. Gar­ 
rett’s score was truly remarkable, con­ 
sidering the number of birds and other 
conditions. At the lunch hour he stated 
he would try to break a hundred 
straight and broke 99, one or two shot- 
ers shooting with him. 
Pleased with 
this score, Mr. Garrett started to shoot 
another 100 against time, but with a 
good score in view. 
He handled his 
own gun and shells and shot unattend­ 
ed, using two Winchester repeating 
guns. Mr. Garrett broke this 100 with­ 
out a miss and in 16 minutes and 46 
seconds. He then shót 100 more tar­ 
gets without a miss, this time in 12 
minutes and 38 seconds. 
Starting on 
the third 100 to be shot In this way, he 
missed hia first bird. Between the two 
100 stringa he lost nearly a minute in 
getting more shells, thus 
making a 
total of 200 birds in 30 minutes and 13 
Sècònds without a miss. He had a run 
of 20 birds before, making a score of 
220 birds shot at and broken without one 
m.ies. 
The score w«s- made from the 
regular five positions; and over a mag- 
au-trap and with but a single shot in 
each gun at a time. This shooting Is 
little short of marvelous. To shoot 
against time with two men timing him, 
and to so shoot that shots'^lght not be 
wasted. Is the feat performed by Mr 
Garrett, and his average of 99 per cent 
for the 500 birds will probably stand 
for some time as the best shooting that 
has been witnessed In these parts.

Thomas Mellon, aged 13, and Bera 
Mellon, aged 10, are the subjecr of a 
dispute between William Mellon, their 
father who resides in this city and Mrs. 
Albert Wallace, of Denver, who is their 
aunt. 
The children have been staying with 
their aunt in Denver for two years 
but on Saturday the father induced 
them to meet him at the Denver union 
depot and put them abroad a train, 
bringing them to this city. 
The aunt 
immediately got the Denver police to 
take up the case and they telephoned 
Chief King to take charge of the chil­ 
dren pending further orders. 
Chief 
King went to Mellon’s houce, 603 South 
Tejón street yesterday and took the 
boy and girl, but later turned them 
over to their father again being as­ 
sured that he will not attempt to take 
them out of town. 
It is claimed by Mrs. Wallace, and is 
not denied by Mellon, that when he 
and hia wife were 
divorceff several 
years ago the court gave the wife the 
custody of the children. 
Mrs. Mellón, 
died as th^ result,of an attack by the 
notorious "C^plt(|J hill thug*' of Den­ 
ver in 1900 and left the children In 
the caw of her sister, Mrs. Wallaofe, 
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who want good coffee, 
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paying 
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who lives at 3059 Lafayette street In 
Denver. 
Mellon, it is claimed, has 
tried to get charge of the children sev­ 
eral times since and on Saturday sent 
them word that he was passing through 
Denver and would like to see them at 
the depot. 
They went to the depot 
and he bundled them on board the 
train and brought them down here. 
Mellon claim s that all the time that 
he has been separated from the chil­ 
dren he and his relatives In the east 
have 
supported 
them. 
He 
further 
claims that the children have not been 
properly cared for by their aunt and 
that, as their mother Is dead, he should 
have charge of them. 
Mrs. W allace says that Mellon has an 
ulterior motive In kidnaping the chil­ 
dren. 
According to her story Mellon 
has a rich relative In Philadelphia who 
Is about 90 years of age and who Is 
expected to die soon. 
It is believed 
that he intends leaving considerable 
money to the two children to whom he 
is very much attached and that Mel­ 
lon’s desire to get charge of the chil­ 
dren Is prompted by a desire to get in 
on the division of his relative’s money. 
Mellon denies this accusation In toto 
and states that he is prompted solely 
by parental affection. 
The children are bright and well ap­ 
pearing. 
’The little girl seem s to pre­ 
fer going back to her aunt to staying 
with her father, but the boy maintains 
silence on that question arid expresses 
no preference. 
It is expected that the 
parties concerned will get together to­ 
day and arrange the difficulties In some 
way. 
Mallon is a bookkeeper for the 
Johnson-W llbur Mercantile company. 


St. Paul Police Have Not Sent 
for Carl Hicks, the Murder Suspect 
.•\ccordin)v to a diFpatch from St, Paul, 
Chief of Police J. J. O Connor of that 
city denies that he has sent for Carl 
Hicks, the man under arrest here on a 
charge of burglarizing the "Walker store 
at Monument, and who is suspected of 
being a man wanted in St. Paul on a 
charge of murder. O’Connor further says 
that he jWlll not send for the man unless 
he is sure that he is the one they want. 
It is understood, however, the dispatch 
says, that the chief will send a man to 
Denver ae soon aa he receives a certain 
piece of information from the Denver au­ 
thorities. 
The St. Paul police are de­ 
scribed as moving with great caution, and 
Chief O'Connor has thus far made every 
effort to (disclaim further knowledge of 
Hicks tiian Is disclosed in the dispatches. 
The dispatch says that the police have 
been working for two weeks on clews 
which led to the arrest of Hicks, that 
these clews came out in Kansas City and 
Omaha, where a St. Paul detective spent 
several days recently. 
This Is an error, 
as Hicks was captured in Denver while 
trying to. dispose of some of the large 
amount of 
plunder eecured 
from the 
Walker store at Monument. 
Hicks Is said to have made the remark 
in Denver that he had a "better graft" 
than robbing stores, which led the police 
there to the belief that he is a cracks­ 
man. Officer Mayer, the St. Paul police­ 
man, of whose murder Hicks is suspected, 
caught three men in the act of robbing 
a safe and they shot him. Hicks, In talk­ 
ing to other prisoners at the county jail, 
has denied that he Is the wanted man. 
He is about 32 or 33 years old and just 
now Is raftier roughly dressed. 


Juror Says Cremar Does Not 
Merit Clemency from Board 
Bank Officer C. E. Knapp of this city 
read with considerable interest of the ap­ 
plication of John H. Cremar for a pardon 
from the state board of pardons. He was 
one of the 12 men who found' Cremar 
guilty of murder in 1898, and recently re­ 
ceived from a state official at Denver a 
petition for the pardon of Cremar. 
J. 
A. Fldier of this city, another juror in the 
case, also received a like petition. Police 
Officer Clyde Hall was a third juror, the 
other nine men being mostly from the 
Cripple Creek district. Mr. Knapp stated 
last evening that he had written to the 
sender of the petition a full statement of 
the evidence in the case, and had added 
that in his opinion the best interests of 
justice would not be conserved by the 
pardoning of Cremar. He stated that Mr. 
FIdler had told him that he Intended 
writing across the petition, "not on your 
life.” 
Mr. Hall did not receive the pe­ 
tition. 
"The evidence In the case has been mis­ 
stated," said Mr. Knapp last evening. "It 
had nothing whatever to do with the Crip­ 
ple Creek ‘Bull hill war’ and the division 
of El Paso county to form the new coun­ 
ty of Teller, as has been stated in Cre- 
mar’s application. There was no factional 
bitterness in the matter: these things had 
nothing to do with the conviction of Cre­ 
mar whatever. 
Cremar had as fair a 
trial as anyone ever had. 
The evidence 
In the case was that Fred Meyers had 
aome trouble with a woman neighbor in 
Cripple Creek over a chicken. 
I bellevo 
that she claimed he had stolen the chicken 
and was going to dispose of It. He told 
her that If the chicken was hers she could 
have it. 
Cremar, who was special mer­ 
chant policeman, went to Meyers’ store 
on Meyers avenue to arrest him. He told 
Mej'ers that he wanted him and Meyers, 
turning to a clerk, pulled a long wallet or 
pooketbook out of his inside pocket and 
handed it to the clerk, telling him to keep 
It. 
The wallet contained $300 In money. 
Cremar then suddenly pulled his gun and 
shot Meyers. 
"Cremar claimed that Meyers had pulled 
a long blue gun out of his pocket, but 
the evidence showed that it was the pook­ 
etbook. 
The evidence showed that even 
after Meyers fell dying to the ground Cre­ 
mar kicked and abused him. and that 
Meyers said, ‘For God's eake, go away and 
let me die in peace.’ 
As I remember It, 
there were two ballots taken by the jury, 
one informal and the second formal, It be­ 
ing unanimously for conviction.” 
The story told by Cremar in his peti­ 
tion for pardon of the case is that he 
found Meyers beating a woman. 
He 
claims that he went into the house to get 
Meyers, and that on the way to the Jail 
the prisoner resisted strongly. 
Cremar 
claims that he did not shoot him until 
after an attempt had been made to rescue 
the prisoner by Francis Brennan, and that 
even then Meyers grabbed at his revolver 
and in twisting it away it became dis­ 
charged. 
Mr. Knapp says that the evi- 
t^ence adduced at the time showed that 
nothing of the kind transpired. 
Cremar 
Is serving a 21-year «entence. 
"C. P. Shores, who Is ser\dng a life sen­ 
tence for killing Tom Williams, and whose 
application for pardon comes up Friday 
night, at the same time as that of Cre- 
mar's, was on the venire during the term 
of court at which Cremar was tried,” 
said Mr: Knapp. 
"I do not remember 
whether he was a member of the Cre­ 
mar Jury or not, but for about three 
months he did Jury.service that term. He 
was on the Jwrj' which tried Shirley pham- 
berlaUt 'for the murder of Kay on “Pike’S 


peak as I remember it. 
I recollect him 
very well, Indeed. When the other jury­ 
men were playing cards he would stand 
with one foot In the window looking—al­ 
ways declining to take a hand in the 
games. He invariably carried a Bible, and 
would read it a while, then argue to him­ 
self on different phases of the Scripture. 
He was, however, one of the mo.st affa­ 
ble men I ever met.” 


NO DANGEB OF COAL 
FAMINE IN COLOBADO SPGS. 
There Is no danger of a coal famine in 
Colorado Springs this winter, despite 
stories that have been circulated to the 
effect that the coal supply is very 
small. 
Local coal dealers are not at all wor­ 
ried about any famine, but .state that 
as long as the lignite mines are running 
north of town, there can be no famine. 
Colorado Springs is In better shape, 
probably, as regards coal, than any 
other city in the state, on account of 
the local lignite mines. 
There has been a shortage of bitum i­ 
nous coal but there is now sufficient of 
that on hand to sui>p]y all demands. 
Most of the dealers laid in big supplies 
last summer and fall and are not much 
concerned over the present inability to 
get orders filled by the 
bituminous 
mines. 
The fields of the southern dis­ 
trict are shipping their bituminous coal 
to Kansas, Nebraska, Texas and Okla­ 
homa territory, where the dealers are 
offering better prices than are the deal­ 
ers nf Colnrrdo, and thn.t i« why thp lo­ 
cal market Is shy of this kind of coal. 
Still Colorado Springs could stand over 
a week’s run on Its prespnt supply and 
by that time another supply could be 
secured. Orders are being filled by the 
coa! mines but not with great prompti­ 
tude. 
It is understood that Denver is 
in much worse shape than this city and 
that one day last week it had only a 
day’s supply of 
bituminous 
coal 
on 
hand. 
The lignite coal is used extensively in 
Colorado Springs In kitchen stoves as 
well aa in furnaces, and if it came to 
the worst, the mines north of town 
could 
supply 
the city 
entirely 
with 
ease. 


“Klondike King” Tells How the 
Foot Racers Worked the Tiling. 
Now that Frank C. Lory, the "tvlon- 
dike King,” of Indiana, who was bun­ 
coed out of 163,000 on a fake foot race 
at Colorado City last summer and who 
has since caused the indictment of 
several of the men who did the job, 
now under arrest at Hot Springs. Ark., 
has got to talking, details ol' the game 
whereby he was “flim-flammed’’ are 
coming to light and they are indeed 
very interesting. Lory secured the in­ 
dictment of George Ryan and J. C, 
Ashmore at Petersburg, Ind,, after they 
had been arrested at Hot Springs in 
connection with another deal in the 
foot-racing line there, out of which 
they and their colleagues are said to 
have made $12,000. He says now that 
he has had detectives following the 
men about the country ever since they 
left Colorado City. In this connection 
!t might be said that Lory himself is 
under indictment In Illinois on a charge 
of embezzling $100,000 from the Do­ 
minion Gold Mining company of that 
state, and the governor of Indiana has 
honored a requisition for him. 
It is 
suspected, however, that those back of 
his prosecution are willing to make 
a settlement as 
the requisition has 
never been served. 
The gang Lory alleges were impli­ 
cated in the fake foot racing deal are 
Robert Boatright, known here as Scott, 
W. H. Rogers, Ira Pomeroy. George 
Búrns, William Ryan, George Ryan, 
Hovey T. Tislow and J. H. Ashmore, 
alias William Dean. 
The deal Is al­ 
leged to have taken place on August 
28 in this city. 
Lory claims that he 
was “roped in” at Petersburg and in­ 
duced to go to Colorado Springs as a 
man of financial standing able to pro­ 
duce bills of credit. He was to be the 
manager of the affair, he says, not to 
risk any money whatever. He was told 
about the “Millionaires’ club” of Colo­ 
rado Springs which was interested in 
the race.

Just before the race was 
pulled off Ashmore’s following claimed 
that the satchel was short $26,500 and 
Lory made good, “until after the race 
wag run,” his friends telling him that 
they were all liable to be put in prison 
if they did not make the agreed purse 
good. 
Lory also put up $12,000 for 
Ryan, the runner, who slyly exhibited 
a “roll” and promised Lory he would 
reimburse him as soon as the race was 
won. 
When the race was run, Kyan 
tripped and fell and Ashmore won. 
Lory then discovered that he was out 
$63,000, 
William A. Massey, of Hot Springs, 
generally known as “Jack” Massey, for­ 
merly of Princeton, 111., and now of 
St. Louis, is credited with having put 
up the Job in the first place. He went 
to Petersburg last summer and scraped 
up an acquaintance with Lory. 
Then 
he proceeded to cautiously tell Lory 
about the “sure thing” he had but was 
shy the means to put it through.

was that Ryan and Ashmore, known as 
Dean, were to run a foot race but that 
at the proper moment Ashmore was to 
stumble and let Ryan win.

They wer^ accompanied by a couple 
of “millionaires” who literally threw 
their money away. 
Still Lory was 
skeptical, but having the assurance of 
a friend that everything was “O. K.” 
he returned to Petersburg and checked 
out $63,000, with which he started for

mense. 
Lory proved to be game and 
also spent money like a prince, and 
finally a race was arranged, to be pulled 
oft in Colorado Springs, Dean being 
willing to throw it, which made Lory 
stand to win $50,000.

000 to Dean’s backers, and Lory got as

The bodies were in such an inextric- 
able mass and so tightly were they 
jammed between the sides of the door 
and the walls, that it was impossible to 
lift them one .by one and carry them 
out. The only possible thing to do was 
to .seize a limb or some other portion 
of the body and 
pull with main 


strength. Men worked at the task with 
tears running down their cheeks, and 
the sobs of-the rescuers could be heard 
even In the hall below where this aw- 
ful scene was being enacted. A num- 
ber of the men were compelled to aban- 
don their tasks and give it over to oth- 
ers whose nerves had not as yet been 
shaken by the awful experience. 


As one by one the bodies were 
dragged out of the water-soaked, black- 
ened mass of corpses, the spectacle be- 
came more and more heart rending. 
Women whose clothing was torn com- 
pletely^ from the waist, whose bosoms 
had been trampled Into a pulp, and 
whose faces were marred beyond all 
power of Identification.

The west-bound flyer with Its heavy 
bulkheaded cars stayed on the., rails, 
back of the baggage and mail cars, and 
the passengers in this train escaped se- 
rious injury.

Many stripped warm overcoats from 
their backs and covered the suffering 
injured as they were borne to the less 
shattered cars of No. f> and into the re- 
mains of the parlor of No. 6. Near-by 
farmers, hearing the crash, turned out 
with blankets and did valiant service. 
According to statements made by of- 
ficials of v the Pere Marquette the west- 
bound train was traveling down grade 
at a rate of 60 miles an hour. The east- 
bound train was climbing the hill at a 
speed of 40 miles an hour. The former 
carried probably 75 passengers while 
the latter is believed to have been car- 
rying at least 125 passengers. The two 
trains collided at about the middle of a 
long, sweeping curve, three-quarters of 
a mile west of East Paris. On the In- 
ner side of the curve Is a high em- 
bankment, preventing a view of the 
track ahead.

GROSS VIOLATIONS 


OF TIMBER LAWS 


AGENT OF THE UNITED STATES 


INTERIOR DEPARTMENT HAS 
BEEN INVESTIGATING IN VI- 
CINITY OP BRECKENRIDGE. 


Denver, Dec. 25.—W. A. Myendorff, 


special agent of the United States In- 
terior department, has returned from 
an investigation of government lands in 
Summit county and reports that the 
charge's of Illegal timber-cutting in the 
vicinity of Dillon and Breckenrldge are 
true. 
While the devastation of the forests in 
that section has been going on for 10 
or 12 years, it is not to be compared 
with the more recent timber thievery 
that was discovered.

William E. Merlgold, a traveling man

As a matter of 
fact, there is altogether too much basis for the charge that 
lawlessness is becoming an American trait. Three rea- 
sons are suggested^ lack of parental authority, lax dis- 
cipline in the public schools, or the large proportion of 
foreigners who have not become assimilated. 
With very 


few exceptions, the discipline in the public schools is the 
great redeeming feature of laxity everywhere. 
In the 


very nature of things, in a school room containing from 
40 to 60 children, a certain amount of discipline must be 
maintained, and this- is more than the average child 
gets 'anywhere else, 


Lack of parental authority is undoubtedly the greatest 


source of lawlessness and crime. Modern ideas as to "the 
rights of the child" have in Innumerable cases degener- 
ated into an utterly foolish and pernicious lack of disci- 
pline which turns out youths who are totally regardless 
of either the personal or property rights of others, wild, 
ungoyernahle and lawless, useless to themselves 'and a 
menace to the state. "Parents, obey your children in all 
things," appears to be the modern rule. A child who 
knows no law at,home is not likely to recognize any else- 
where, whether of God or man,

Comparatively little Information as 
to the general situation could be 
gained at Cartagena. There are prob- 
ably 3,000 troops there and there are 
reported to be 5,000 at Barranquilln. 
The government Is doubtless slowly 
concentrating troops at Barranquilia 
and moving them toward Tltumati and 
vicinity today and this number is be- 
ing increased. 


Minister Beaupre had a good trip 
down the Magdalena river and was 
greatly gratified to find that the Olym- 
pia:' . had . been sent 
to Cartagena to 
bring him to Colon. The Bogotan au- 
.thorities extended every courtesy to the 
minister who left Bogota in a special 
train and was carried down the river 
on a special steamer. 
He made the 
trip from Bogota to Cartagena in seven 
days.

COUNTY PHYSICIAN OP DENVES 


ASSAULTED BY TWO MEN AND 
PBOBABLY FATALLY INJURED 
—OCCUBBED AT COURT HOUSE.

Jaiecki, county physician of Denver, 
was found in his office at the court 
noose this afternoon unconscious, his 
skull fractured by a blow on the head.

28.—Lien Fang, first 
secretary' ot the board of foreign af- 
fairs, visited Russian Minister Lessar 
today .and requested information con- 
cerning the Intentions of the RUBS an 
government regarding the evacuation 
of Manchuria, Minister Lessar In reply 
said that nothing could be done at pres- 
ent with a view to evacuation, for two 
reasons. In the first place, the minis- 
ter, pointed out, the cold weather made 
it impossible to remove the troops from 
thole, present positions, beside which 
there«wcre no barrack accommodations 
to be hail elsewhere.

The Chinese government is so alarmed 
at the prospects- of becoming involved 
in the seemingly prospective war that 
It would prefer that Russia should re- 
main in control of Manchuria. As an 
alternative the foreign office has in- 
dicated to the ministers that a settle- 
ment satisfactory to China would be 
that Russia and Japan should retain 
their respective treaty rights in Korea 
und Manchuria if they agree not to at- 
temnt to obtain further advantages in 
either country. The Russian, com- 
munder imperatively requested the Tar- 
tar general to disband his militiamen 
and to disarm them. 
The Tartar general issued an order 


In accordance with this request but It 
is understood the men are concealing 
their arms, supporedly with the Tartar 
general's connivance.

Wounded While Defying 


Military Authority.

Cripple Creek, Dec. 28.—Considerable 
excitement was occasioned • here today 
by the action of Attorney John M. 
Glover, formerly a congressman from 
Missouri, in defying the military, bar- 
ricading himself in his office and only 
surrendering after receiving a bullet 
wound In the arm. 
Colonel Verdeckberg, commanding the 
militia forces In the district, today re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Glover deny- 
ing the legality of the recent order for 
the surrender of arms by the citizens 
of the district. In his letter Glover re- 
ferred to Governor Peabody as a "cheap 
anarchist." He declared that he had 
two guns In his office und defied the 
military to ttike them from him. 


Assisted- by Young. 


Immediately upon reading the letter, 
Colonel Verdeckberg summoned Major 
Naylor and commanded him to place 
Glover under arrest. 
Major Nay- 
lor conferred with Lieutenant Young 
of Company D, 
who 
is 
In com- 
mand in this city, and together the two 
officers went directly to Mr. Glover's 
offices In the Falrley-Lampman build- 
ing at Third street and Bennett avenue. 
On knocking on the door, announcing 
their names and demanding admittance, 
they were positively refused entrance. 
Two soldiers followed the officers with 
-•evolvers in hand. 
Major Naylor told Glover that he In- 
tended to place him. under arrest re- 
gardless of all civil rights and once 
more demanded that he open the door. 
The door to the office has in front of 
it a large sized frosted glass but 
through it one1 can readly see objects, 
although not dlstlngiiisch them plainly. 
Major Naylor says that he .clearly and 
distinctly saw a rifle or something that 
resembled It In the hand of an object, 
and as the inmate of the rooms had 
declared that he was prepared to re- 
sist any entrance to his offices had 
reason to suppose that it was a rifle 
that he had-seen. 


Planning the Campaign. 


Major Naylor then ordered the two 
soldiers in attendance who stood at his 
side with their revolvers to shoot if 
they again saw an object through the 
glass door. 
Immediately after .this Major Nay- 
lor walked to the rear of the long hall 
in which Is located the office of the 
deputy district attorney and there at- 
tempted 1o call up Colonel Verdeck- 
berg to ask that officer for further in- 
structions. 
Deputy District Attorney 
Cole said to Major Naylor. "Don't kill 
the man, don't kill the man." 
"I do not want to," said Major Nay- 
lor," but am half inclined .to give the 
men the order to shoot." 
About three-qparters oC an hour 
passed before further developments. 
Then, probably in accordance with some 
Instructions sent from headquarters, a 
man appeai-ed with several screws, 
which he started to put into the door. 
Hardly had Mr. Glover heard thefscrews 
working in the door than he began fir- 
ing, 
and his shots were responded to 
In rapid succession. He had only-llred 
four shots wheYi -Major Naylor. heard 
groans from the office. 


"Now 
Glover come out and act .like 
a man, but'throw your hands up as you 
come out," he commanded; 
Mr. Glover did* as'* requested, and it 
was found that lie" had been wounded 
through the arm. The bullet had struck' 
him on the point of the elbow of'the 
left arm. The injury could not possibly 
have precented him from fighting 
had 
had he been so m mirid. After the in- 
jury was dressed Mr.. Glover was placed 
in an ambulance''and taken to the 
county jail. ' ' . " ' . ' .

TWO GOVERNMENTS . 


IN SANTO DOMINGO 


Washington, Dec. 28.—The state de- 
partment today received the following 
dispatch from Minister Powell regard- 
ing the progress of the revolutions in 
San Domingo: 


"Another revolution at Azua and at 
Barahona, with another provisional 
government there. 
This makes two 
revolutions and' a couple of govern- 
ments, one In the north and center and

San Domingo, Dec. 2i.—It Is reported 
that General Geloteri has formed a pro- 
visional government at Azau Do Compos- 
tella, presided over by himself, and that 
the inhabitants of Burhona have joined 
In the -movement and the two forces are 
Jointly marching on this city.

quently there are now two provisional 
governments In the republic. 


The German warships left here yester- 
day for Kingston, Jamaica. The United 
States gunboat Newport is the only war 
vessel here, and owing to her small crew 
she cannot restore order if a serious out- 
break occurs. The situation demands tho 
presence of more warships here. The cltv 
so far is quiet. 


, San Domingo, Wednesday, Dec. 23.— 


The situation hero Is extremely critical. 
The provisional 
president. General 
Morales, Is absent from the city, and 
the provisional minister of foreign af- 
fairs In terror has resigned as a con- 
sequence of which the council of min- 
isters Is Incomplete. 
The provisional government endeav- 
ored to secure a loan of $20,000 for the 
purpose of defending the city against 
the Insurgents but: being without re- 
sources, the government could riot 
guarantee the loan nor the city against 
pillage by the Insurgents. Should the 
Insurgents succeed In effecting an en- 
trance to the city. It Is expected that 
the members of the provisional govern- 
ment and their immediate supporters 
will withdraw to the fort. This action 
no doubt will cause fighting In the 
streets, jeopardizing the lives of th8 
foreigners. . 
* 
The United States gunboat Newpol t 
is the only warship here and It ia 
feared she cannot give proper protection 
to the American and other foreign in- 
terests. United States Minister Pow- 
ell has been requested to call a meet" 
ing of the diplomatic and consular corps . 
for the purpose of taking measures'to 
protect foreign lives and property. 


GROUNDS ON WHICH DREYFUS 


DEPENDS FOR VINDICATION 


Paris, Dec. 28.—The grounds upon 
which Dreyfus depends for vindication 
and restoration to the army have been 
communicated to the Associated Press. 
Dreyfus charges that a telegram from 
Colonel Schwartzkoppen. the late Ger- 
man military attache here, to Colonel 
Panlzzardl, formerly 
Italian military 
attache at Paris, as presented to the 
court martial at Rennes, bore the date 
of April, 1894, when he was occupied 
with the details of the mobilization of 
troops of which the telegram treated, 
whereas the actual date of the telegram 
was the last of March, 1896, after he 
(Dreyfus) had been tried. A copy which 
has Ijeen found has established the cor- 
rectness of Dreyfus' claim In the opin- 
ion of tho commission which recom- 
mended a revision of the case. 
The statement of the case against 
Dreyfus, containing the' telegram, when 
It arrived at the ministry of war, was 
dated April 1, 189E, which Dreyfus 
claims shows the telegram -was written 
In the latter part of March of that 
year. With a pair of scissors the late 
Colonel Henry clipped off a corner of 
the telegram and thus tho actual date 
disappeared. 
Then Colonel Henry in 
his own hand annotated the telegram 
April, 1894. The colonel, however, neg- 
lected to remember that the. month of 


April had only 30 days, for In the doc- 
ument there Is a mention of the "31st 
of the current month." 
The authenticity of the telegram could 
have been established had the court at, 
Hennes appreciated the Importance o£ 
the error. Finally it developed that in 
the telegram were the words) "Ce can- 
aille de d 
," the initial "d" had been 
substituted for the letter "p." 
-The 
original copy written by M. Orlbelln. 
the keeper of the archives of the war 
office, carried the letter "p." Tho 
scratching upon the paper was apparent 
but M. Bertilllon, the handwriting ex- 
pert, testified that the letter "d" waa 
correct. It is naturally claimed that ha 
was In error.

POPE'S RULES AS 


TO SACRED MUSIC 


CHURCHES ABE BECALLED TO 


STBICT OBSERVANCE OF IN- 
STBUCTIONS ISSUED BY FOBM- 
BB PONTIFFS. 


Rome, Dec. 28.—After a long discus- 
sion with experts, principally with the 
famous composer, the Abbe Perosi, di- 
rector of the SIstlne choir, the pope has 
Issued of his own accord a note on the 
subject of sacred music In the churches. 
.In this note which appears tonight 
In the1 Osservatore Romano, his holiness 
formulates rules for church musto 
which recall the churches to a strict 
observance of the Instructions -Issued 
by former pontiffs. The pope, who is 
a keen student of music, condemns the 
transformation of llturgic music Into 
compositions for use at concerts. 
The pontiff is strongly in favor of 
the Gregorian chant and has ordered 
the Abbe Peroai to compose a Gregor- 
ian mass for the centennary of St. 
Gregory the Great next Easter. This 
mass will be conducted by the Abbe in 
the chapel, of St. Gregory and will be 
participated in by 600 singers. 


CUBAN TARIFF

_ George •Washington, a negro, miner, la 
dead and four., other negro miners, 
whose names have not yet o$en leamea 
by the officials, are 'wounded us the 
result of a fight at the Monument Val- 
ley coal mine's, flve miles north of Colo- 
rado Springs, yesterday afternoon. 
Sixteen negro miners und two negro 


' women ,are now under attest and in the 
county jail as .participants In and wit- 
nesses of the trouble. ' 


A dispute between Mrs. George Wash- 
ington, ^he wife or the dead man, and 
another negro -woman,' was the start of 
the trouble. . These women began fight- 
ing and the men took sides. • The fatal 
termination of .the trouble took place 
around the club house at the mines 
where all the shooting took place. 
, 
The police department of Colorado 
' Springs was notified of the flght flrst.at 
about 5 o'clock, and was. informed that 
one man had been killed. The police 
notified Coroner- Law, who, in turn, 
notified Sheriff Gilbert. The sheriff im- 
mediately called 
up Deputy 
Sheriff 
Dayton and later aske'd Chief Reynolds 
for the use of the. patrol wagon. The 
chief 'grante'd the wagon, and soon Mr. 
Gilbert, 
Mr. Law, ,Mr. Dayton, Dr. 
Richardson, Officer Nally and Officer 
Cornell were en route to the scene of the 
trouble in a six-seat wagon and the 
coroner's "dead wagon" completed the 
procession.

, Loaded Into Patrol. 


1 Arrived at the mines, Sheriff Gilbert 
immediately inquired: Into the trouble 
and set his deputies at work arresting 


• participants and witnesses. 
About' 9 
/o'clock last night the patrol wagon re- 
turned with 10 negro men and two negro 
women, who were placed in the county 
jail pending the coroner's inquest this 
morning. The sheriff 
gave Deputy 


Sheriff Jack Weber, who Is In charge 
of the deputies at this mine, the de- 
scriptions -of several men he wished ar- 
rested and six more were brought to 
town during the night. 


The scene at the mines when the of- 


ficers''and.'physicians arrived'was one 
of great' confusion. Tour' men were 
groaning with buckshot wounds and" 
one man was dead. Detective Burno 
of the police department went out In 
advance of the others in company with 
Dr. Kendrlck who-was'notified by the 
police. Dr. McKlnnie was also notified 


• "i. ,rr- Richardson arrived with the 
sheriff making three doctors on the 
scene. They quickly examined the In- 
jured and 'dressed their wounds. One 


• man was wounded so seriously that he 
was not brought Into town but the 
other three were placed in Jail. The 


man left at the mines was put under 
guard however, and will be subpoenaed 
as a witness before the coforieVa jury. 
Winchesters "Were Used. 


All the Injured men were shot with 
shotguns. 
The doctors' discovered SO 


Mo. 2 buckshot In one man's legs. All 
were shot below the hips, except Wash- 
ington, who was shot in the head. 
As far as could be learned, the facts 
are that Mrs.' Washington . and the 
other ^yoman, whose name was not 
learned, had been drinking during the 
day arid got Into a fight in the Wash- 
ington home. This was early in the 
afternt>on:but-it kept growing worse as 
the hours passed and soon spread to 
the men who took sides. 
Just how' the shooting started could 
hot be learned • by the officers^ 
It is 
said that Washington went up to the 
club house, where the men were drink- 
ing, and opened fire on the crowd. The 
fire was. returned and Washington was 
killed by a Winchester rifle ball. His 
body wasTound outside the club house 
about 100 feet from the building.. 
The officers seized two" Winchester 
rifles, one shotgun 
and a 
revolver 
which were found in the possession of 
negroes on the scene. Seven shotgun 
shells were found in the pockets of the 
dead man. These shells, however, be- 
longed to a breech-loading gun and the 
shotgun found was a muzzle-loader, 
both barrels of which were loaded. This 
would indicate that the gun used by 
Washington has not yet been found. 
Murderer's Identity Concealed. 


In .the. confusion last night it was'im- 
posslble for the officers to discover the, 
man who killed Washington. He was 
killed by a Winchester rifle ball which 
struck-him just -above the left eye, 
penetrating the eyebrow 
. 
. 


An autopsy will be held this morn- 
ing-and if the bullet is still in the 
head it will be 'an easy matter to de- 
termine from which gun it was fired, 
which will'help to fasten the killing on 
one individual. Owing to the number 
of men and women necessary "to arr'est, 
the sheriff's officers did not take the 
time to learn names but took all those 
who Were witnesses or were supposed 
to- know, something about the .murder. 
Their.names will be learned this morn- 
Ing, and they will .all; be summoned to 
testify .before the1 coroner's jury.

It Is'nt So Easy, but Product Is De- 


lightful When the Art Has Been 
Learned. 


To make the perfect cup of Turkish 


coffee is, like many other things, very 
easy when the maker knows how to 
do it, but unless the art 
has been 
learned in Turkey It is difficult. 
\ 
No one can make a perfect cup of 


coffee unless he has been to Turkey. 
There Is as much difference between 
the ordinary cup of coffee and the ex- 
quisite and alluring beverage with all- 
its subtle aroma as made by the artist 
as there Is between horseflesh and the 
best English beef. The Turks' method 
is simple. They have many little pots 
of various sizes. If they want to njaka 
two cups only they use the smaller one, 
and If three cups a larger one. When 
the water .has boiled they fill the little 
pot almost to the top with water, then 
put in three lumps of sugar and put 
the pot on the fire to boll. When it is 
hot they put In. two teaspoonfuls of 
coffee ground'very fins and then stir 
It round until it is thoroughly mixed 
with the water. 
The next step In to place the pot on 
the fire again and watch it very care- 
fully until the coffee bubbles up to a, 
froth, and before this froth escapes over 
the side you take the pot from the fire 
and tap the bottom gently on the stove;' 
till the froth goes down. Once again 
the coffee Is allowed to bubble over the 
' 
fire, and the process of tapping the pot 
on the stove is repeated three times. 
t 
When the froth arises to the surface 


for the fourth time the" pot should be< 
taken from the fire and the coffee 
should be poured first Into one cup 
and then Into another, so that each 
cup contains a portion of the froth on 
the top.

Tbklo. Dec. 29.—Another cabinet coun- 


cil was held today lasting nearly four 
hours. 


The .ordinances passed yesterday'by 
the cabinet council authorizing a guar- 
antee of the principal and Interest of an 
Issue of 10,000,000 yen debentures for the 
purpose of expediting: work on the 
Seoul-Fusan railroad and which pro- 
vided for ail possible military expense 
for the protection of the -railway and 
other Interests' also authorized the gov- 
ernment to Utilize 50,000.000 yen, the 
proceeds of the Chinese war indemnity 
which hitherto has beeh devoted to ed- 
ucational and Other purposes as a war 
fund. 


In addition, authorization is given to 
Issue treasury notes repayable in five 
years and to raise loans repayable in 
two years to an unlimited extent. 
In the event of war. If a special issue 
of war bonds Is made, it Is understood 
that the bonds' can be floated In Eng- 
land, from whence It i* said assurances 
nave come that the money would be 
forthcoming.

CABINET DISCUSSION OF 


THE PANAMA SITUATION 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29. — At a 


meeting of the cabinet, called by the 
president for 4 o'clock , the Panama situ-- 
ation was the principal subject under 
consideration. All the members of the 
cabinet except Secretary Hay, who is 
ill, Secretary Shaw and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Knox, who are out of the city, 
were present. 
The meeting was one 
of the longest held for .several weeks, 
the session consuming quite two hours. 
At the conclusion of the meeting the 
members were non-communicative, but 
It was learned that In addition to a dis- 
cussion of matters relating to Pana- 
ma several departmental matters of 
minor importance were considered. 
Secretary Root was delayed nearly 
half an hour in his arrival at the meet- 
Ing, .having been in conference with 
General Reyes, the 'special representa- 
tive of Colombia. 
This circumstance 
caused to transpire that 'during the Ill- 
ness ot Secretary Hay Secretary Root 
has been designated by the president 
to .conduct- the negotiation of the gov- 
ernment with General Reyes. Secretary 
Root 'laid before the president the de- 
tails of' Wsi Interview -frith thfr Colom- 
bian minister.

and probably Young. Corbett Is the only 
man in the country .who could admin- 
later such, a beating to Hanlon. When 
the San Francisco boy Was carried to 
his corner still conscious 'but unable to 
walk, his seconds worked vigorously to 
revive him. The terribly beaten lad 
however commenced to vomit-blood and 
things looked very serious for htm for 
a short time. He was finally revived 
and was carried from the ring ,py one 
of his seconds. 


Before he left Young Corbett paid a 
high tribute to his skill und gameness 
and salutr-d his brother prize fighter 
with an affectionate kiss. It must be 
said for Cbrbett that he was as merci- 
ful, under 
the circumstances '•as he 
could be. During the fourteenth and 
fifteenth rounds he too was anxious to 
have the fight stopped in order lo save 
Hanlon needless punishment. 
The fight tonight demonstrated that 
Corbett Is any man's superior at his 
weight. At no time during the contest 
was he in any apparent danger and 
when it ended there was not a mark 
upon him. 
Hanlon's most peculiar and very ef- 
'ective defense was all that saved him 


m a knockout early In the game. 
Even when he became tired and could 
not. protect himself, Corbett could -not 
and a knockout blow.

In addition Corbett was given five per 
ent of the gross receipts in view of 
lis drawing powers. 
The fight will go Into ring history as 
he fastest and fiercest ever seen here. 


Mechanics Pavilion, San Francicso, 
Dec. 29.—The Young Cbrbett-Hanlon 
ontest for the featherweight champion- 
hip at Mechanics . Pavilion tonight,' 
(roved to be one of the greatest draw- 
hg cards In the history of the fighting 
fame in this chy. The vast audltor- 
um, which has been the. scene. of so 
many notable pugilistic battles, was 
axed to its capacity long before the

The Interest in the outcome was hi- 
ense. Despite the fact that Hanlon in

An Eyewitness. 


The car was coming up the slight in- 


cline at that point of the road and be- 
fore she could scarcely realize what 
had happened the baby stepped direct- 
ly In front of the moving, car, placed 
her little hand on the bumper as If 
caressing it, and the next instant was 
knocked down in the center of the 
track. The car passed completely over 
the child and moved several feet before 
stopping. 
This story corresponds to 
the one told by Miss Mercer, and both 
state that the child was first struck 
by the front of the car. 


The motorman, Lon Henry, stated 
that the first he knew of the accident 
was when the rear truck was slightly 
raised as it passed over the child's 
body. 


He says he saw the ch|ld. starting 
across the street and was running his 
car very slowly as he approached the 
top of the grade. He brought the car 
almost to a standstill when opposite 
the little girl, and It Is the general 
opinion that at- this point the baby 
stepped in front of the car. Thinking 
that he had passed her safely, Henry 
again started the car at a slow rate of 
speed, and as before stated was not 
aware of the accident untilthe rear 
wheels passe.d over the little hand, sev- 
ering it at the wrist.

VENEZUEUAN CONTROVERSY' 


GOES TO THE HAGUE COURT. 
By Associated Press. 
Washington, • Dec. 
26.—President 
Hoosevelt will not be the arbitrator o£ 
the Venezuelan controversy. The -whole 
vexatious subject -will be referred for 
adjudication to The Hague tribunal. 
Epitomized, this was the situation 
as It had resolved Itself at the conclu- 
sion of the cabinet meeting today.. The 
meeting was not so long as the ses- 
sions usually are. All the members ex- 
cept Secretary Root were present. The 
Venezuelan question was the principal 
and practically the only topic of gen- 
eral concern under consideration. Sec- 
retary Hay presented the net results 
of his cable correspondence with the 
governments at London, Berlin, Rome 
and Caracas. In accordance with the 
suggestion made by President Roose- 
velt, through Secretary Hay, President 
Castro was reported to have agreed to 
submit the differences to the arbitra- 
tion of the tribunal at The Hague. The 
European powers not only consented to 
submit the controversy to arbitration, 
but while they had expressed a prefer- 
ence for arbitration to be conducted by 
President Roosevelt, they had assentee 
to his suggestion that the matter be re- 
ferred to The Hague. 


The presentation of the case met the 
hearty approval of the cabinet. No fear 
Is expressed by the administration thai 
the Monroe doctrine will be brought In- 
to the controversy in any manner that 
might result in an embarrassing situa- 
tion for the United States. Secretary 
Hay Is preparing a note to the powers 
In which the gratification of this gov- 
ernment is expressed for the course 
agreed'upon. 


No Intimation Is given of the condi- 
tions which may have been imposed by 
the European powers or by President 
Castro precedent to the arbitration. I' 
is known that Great Britain was willing- 
to submit the subject to the arbitratloi 
of President Roosevelt practically with- 
out conditions, tout the suggestion Is 
made that one and perhaps two of thi 
other powers Involved proposed some 
conditions which might have provet 
embarrassing to the president had h< 
undertaken the responsibility of deter 
mining the question. 


It Is'understood that some money 
must pass but It also is known that the 
amount of cash to be required of Vene 
zuela before arbitration Is not nearly 
so large as has been stated. It Is no 
possible to learn either whether the al 
lies- Insist upon apologies from Castro 
and -while it is assumed that the block 
ade will be speedily raised, no arrange 
ment to that end has yet been made.

FLYING MACHINE PROBLEM.

The city health department is engaged 
in the very interesting occupation of 
looking up births for the year, in order 
that the annual report of the depart- 
ment may be complete in that respect.

The academy is now to be developed 
.more and more as an Independent 
school, and Dr. Slocum announced that 
the two sons of the late Henry Cut- 
ler, in whose memory the school was 
named, have contributed the sum of 
$20,000 to start the endowment fund of 
the academy. This means that this 
school will become a permanent insti- 
tution. 
The matter of the equipment of the 


science building was discussed, and It 
was decided to secure the sum of J50,- 
000 for this purpose, as this -will- be 
necessary in order that it may be ready 
for the most thorough scientific study 
and research. A committee of 
the 


trustees was appointed to co-operate 
with a similar one from the faculty 
to begin plans for the dedication of the 
building which will be a very impor- 
tant event in scientific circles.

DEATH OF LEVI WELTY, ONE 


OF STATE'S EARLIEST SETTLERS 
Levl Welty, one of Colorado's earliest 


pioneers, died In this city yesterday at 
the age of 77 years. Forty-one years of 
his life had been passed In the shadow 
of Colorado's mountains. Mr. Welty 
was with the very vanguard of civiliza- 
tion when it began hewing a way to- 
ward the setting sun. He followed the 
star of empire to the Centennial state; 
here he was content to risk his fortunes 
and here he took a prominent and an 
active part in the upbuilding of this 
commonwealth. 
Mr. Welty had been a resident of Colo- 


rado Springs for many years. He'had 
been living at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. S. P. Faulkner, at 446 East Pike's 
Peak avenue, where he died. About a 
week ago he 
suffered 
a 
stroke of 
paralysis and this was primarily the 
cause of death. The funeral services will 
be held Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
at the house. Rev. Mr. Paisley, pastor 
of the United Presbyterian church, will 
officiate. 
The deceased was a native of Tuscara- 


was county, Ohio, and he lived there for 
many years. He removed In 1854 to 
Mendota, La Salle county, Illinois, and 
after three years settled In Assumption, 
the same state, where he conducted a 
hotel. In the spring of 1S61 he came to 
Colorado and settled at Buffalo Flats, 
in Summit county, afterwards remov- 
ing to American Gulch in the same 
county, where he engaged in mining.

Few people realize the extent of the 
sample department of the modern re- 
tall drygoods house. Fewer still real- 
ize that when a bolt of dress goods 
comes into the house and is unpacked, 
the first thing done with it is to snip 
of a full yard for samples. As much of 
this goods is 64 Inches wide, the aver- 
age of one yard to the bolt is low, as 
is the price, Hxed at 75 cents. A writer 
in the Chicago Tribune makes the fol- 
lowing estimates as to the cost of sam- 
ples given away in that city: 
Ten big retail drygoods houses in 


down-town Chicago send out every year 
220,000 yards of woolen dress goods, rep- 
resenting a retail price of 76 cents a 
yard, and only that aij individual cus- 
tomer may satisfy herself as to what is 
being worn, or, in one case out of five, 
that she may order a dress pattern from 
one of these samples. 
Eighty thousand yards of silk are cut 
into, minute triangles, squares and par- 
allelogra'ihs, meaning a retail loss ot 
$80,00.0..a year to these 10 stores.- And 
oil top of this, nearly ; every line, of 
goods in the house suffers from the 
shears of the sample-TOuttlng depart- 
ment, aggregating in these 10 stores 
more than $150,000 a year. 
: 
In one of the'largest retail stores-in 
Chicago the time for the sample craze 
sets in about the middle of February 
for sjummer goods,:and about the first 
of September 7for'winter goods. "At 
such times six hundred 'letters a day 
is a fair average. In this house the 
silks, laces and"' finer-goods generally 
are cut at the' several retail counters,, 
and cut only.. <>ri jjrder. For this pur- 
pose sample blanks are sent down'to 
the salesman, ,and if other.samples are 
asked from tSe sami>le-cutting room, 
they are "assembled" -from p'igeonhole 
boxes and mailed as soon as the list 
is complete. 
"No one not in the business knows 
just how hard it is to meet .some of 
these requests," said the manager of 
one of the large departments for sam- 
ple cutting. "It would take an expert 
mind reader, working in . conjunction 
with the owner of the mind, to find it 
out with any certainty. There is noth- 
ing carried in stock in this house that 
we are. not asked to cut samples from. 
Calls for carpet samples are frequent, 
arid many times a large piece has to 
be cut from the roll In order to give any 
idea of'the pattern. 
"Looking at the seeming -waste of 
cloth, ifseeiris to be. almost too heavy 
to be considered, but every year the 
territory of the mail-order business is 
enlarging, until it has become one pf 
the great factors in the trade of every 
big'retail house. Considered as an es- 
tablished department that must be kept 
up, the sample-cutting rooms are ini- 
portant advertising centers. Sending a 
bunch of new goods patterns to the 
ordinary country town, we might esti- 
mate that at least half a dozen families 
will see it; and even if our retail trade 
through mail orders is not stimulated 
we may suppose that many a country 
merchant is reminded of our jobbing 
department by these students of sam- 
ples."

The Problems of Btodern Astronomy. 


The leading problems of what may 
be called -''terrestrial astronomy" are, at 
present,' a more accurate determination 
of-the earth's • form• arid .density and 
of the Irregularities of ita rotatipn. The 
former, is not, neglected; but just now- 
special importance-attaches to study of 
the slight "wabbling" of the earth's 
axis,, and .the strongly suspected varia- 
tions in" the length of the day. These 
phenomena lie at the very boundary 
•of possible observation. 
The greatest 
departure of the pole from Its mean po- 
sition, since its' "wabble" was first de- 
tected, 14 years ago, has been less than 
40 feet. It is studied only indirectly, 
through the infinitesimal changes in 
'the- latitudes of; different observatories, 
^ut the motion, slight'as It Js, is now 
beyond question; and' the investigations 
,or -"Br. .Chandler have, sb.own that, al- 
though apparently extremely Irregular, 
it is, in 'the main, really governed by 
law, rand amenable to calqulatl«>n.-,The 
theoryrhoweyer,'Is stlU imperfect, and 
In order to qbtain. the necessary data 
a chain of astronomical stations encir- 
cling the earth has .been established by 
different governments. Th.ere ore six 
of the stations,'air on or near the paral- 
lel of 39 degrees and 10 minutes, where i 
continuous observations of the latitude 
are to be kept for at least; 14' years.— 
(Ch'arles A.'Young In, January Success.

A Short-hand Typewriter. 


Attempts to combine stenography and 


typewriting have not been very successful 
hitherto, but it Is claimed that the problem 
has now been solved by a Frenchman, M. 
Lafaurie, in a machine-named by him, 
"the stenodactyl." In this machine there) 
are only, ten keys, one for. each finger, 
and the position of the fingers remains the 
same throughout the writing, the different 
sounds being written by depressing dif- 
ferent combinations of keys. In this way, 
63 sounds can be registered, which ara 
found to bo sufficient for phonetic writ- 
ing. The left hand writes the consonants 
and the right' hand the vowels and a3 
the hands are employed simultaneously, 
each movement of the two writes a syl- 
lable. -The speed is thus trebled, and an 
operator who can write 70 words a min- 
ute on an ordinary typewriter can do 300 
words on the "stenodactyl'."* It is claimed; 
that this type of instrument, is destined 
to come in wide use and that it will prac- 
tically solve the problem of a universal 
or international system of stenography.—

We have learned from Cuba how productive of constant trouble the strug-1 


gle ol an American people against a European power may be, and We do not 
want more experience of the same kind. 
Better a plain understanding -with 


the governments of Europe now, a show of force, or even war" it forced upon I 
us, rather than the constant menace and the unavoidable complications of tho j 
future. 


Further than that the United States is justified ia going to extreme lengths I 


in maintaining the solidarity of American power against Europe. We trust the I 
time may never come when hostile hemispheres will face each other in anger) 
across the narrow Atlantic, but it that time ever does come we should make j 
certain that We have no side fire to dread. 
The foothold^f any power oil 


Europe on this continent, north or south, is a menace to American interests, it I 
is a weakness in Americas defense, It Is an irritation to American sentiment] 
and it is a provocation to inter-continental quarrels. 
We propose to keep out j 


of Europe, and we aak and expect Europe to keep, out of the. Americas; with j 
nothing said about Asia and the Pacific Islands. 
- 


That is the Monroe, doctrine, and the reason for the Monroe doctrine, and I 


while;theorists may undertake, to show that the great colonizing powers ot| 
Europe might be able to give South America a better and a more stable gov- 
ernment than tbat region now enjoys, the feeling of the American people I 
strikes straight to the true conclusion, the unwarrantable aggression upon a I 
South American republic, or the attempt to introduce their political systems on I 
this continent or to regard American territory as proper ground for European j 
colonization, would be resisted as unfriendly to the United States and danger- 
ous to our interests. 
. 


HERE ARE DCTOBTLESS a good many persons who, after reading 


so much recently about Venezuela and the Monroe doctrine, are asking 
. themselves or others the questions, "Why should there be any Monroe 


doctrine?" ,"Why should the United States concern itself at all in the rela- 
tions that exist between the 'nations of Europe &nd those of South America, 
any more than with the relations between Europe and Africa?" 


And possibly there are some Gazette readers who might find it rather 


difficult to answer these questions. 
Of course, there Is the Monroe doctrine, 


and It Is one of the advantages of this and other similar "doctrines," that they 
express in an indefinite but very impressive form, some truth that has been 
agreed upon, and that few persons thereafter venture to question. 
There are 


many Americans doubtless who would be willing to fight to the death for the 
'Monroe doctrine," but who have only a yery hazy and probably erroneous no- 
lion of what that doctrine is, or the reasons for its existence. 


Nevertheless there are very good reasons for the Monroe doctrine, al- 


though the one that was most prominent in the minds of its original advocates 
no longer exists. 
After the revolt of the Spanish colonies In South America, 


there was a concerted movement on the part of European monarchies to re- 
establish the power of Spain. 
This effort was partly political, partly anti-re- 


publican and partly religious, and it was very evidently in opposition to the 
sentiments and the interests not only of the people of the United States but 
also those of England and other politically and religiously free peoples of the 
world. 


At the present time there is certainly no effort In progress to re-establish 


Spain's despotism in South America, nor to make the Roman Catholic church 
supreme In matters of religion, nor to destroy republics because they are 
republics. 


But plenty of good reasons for the Monroe doctrine remain, and these 


reasons are of two kinds, sentimental and practical. 
The United States is a 


republic, the greatest and most successful one that is or ever has been in the 
world, and it is natural that we should feel ,a kindly disposition toward the 
smaller republics, especially those that are our near neighbors. 
We would 


like to see the people of South America as prosperous as those of the northern 
part of. our hemisphere, and inasmuch aa they have paid us the compliment of 
copying our constitution and political system closely we want them to have 
a fair trial of our form of government. We have won our own independence 
from European control, and so have they, and we sympathize with them In 
their dealings with transatlantic powers. 


The past history of the dealings ot European governments wtyh the peo- 


ples of other continents is not conducive' to respect for their justice or their 
mercy or their strict regard for the rights ot independent powers. The colonial 
history of France, Germany, Holland, Spain and even of England if) full of 
examples that we would not like to see repeated in South America. 


Then there is the very important matter of commerce. 
The South 


American countries are very good customers of .ours and we expect them to 
be even better in the future than they now are. 
European political predomin- 


ance Is South America would be to our commercial Injury, and we are quite 
right aa a nation In using our influence to advance our own Interests. 


But the United States has a more important reason thanxthe commercial 


one in objecting to the building up of European power on this side of the 
ocean. 
Even in these days of fast steamnhlps and of wireless telegraphy the 


ocean is a protection to us, and We have a right to keep that defense at its 
maximum of effectiveness. 
All that the channel has been to England the 


Atlantic is and, should continue to be to the United States. 
The presence of 


European powers on this side of the Atlantic would be a constant irritation 
in time of peace and a menace in time of war. 
We cannot drive England out 


of Canada -nor France and Denmark out of the West Indies, ami indeed we 
have no wish to do so. 
But the course of events that have loosed the hold of 


Spain and England and France and Portugal to Bucb ^ remarkable -extent al-

RECIPROCITY TREATY.

opposition Is developing to the 'ratifica- 
tion of the Cuban reciprocity treaty 
now pending in • the senate. It is not 
taking quite the form that the opposi- 
tion to the Cuban legislation took last 
spring, but it is sufficient in substance 
to' give concern to the friends of the 
treaty. 
., 
From time to time, as opportunity of- 
fers, the president is discussing; the 
matter with senators, particularly those 
who are known to have objected to the 
enactment of legislation extending; tar- 
iff concessions to the Cuban republic. 
Several weeks ago It appeared that the 
treaty when presented to the senate, 
would be ratified without difficulty, but 
some senators now are taking as 'strong 
grounds against the treaty as they took 
against the legislation proposed at the 
last session of congress. These sena- 
tors are of two classes, those who »re 
opposed on principle to any "tariff t|nK- 
ertng" and those, who represent states 
whose products may 'be affected, by the 
concessions extended to Cuba by the 
pending treaty, 


Senators of the first class might be 
Induced to support the treaty inasmuch 
as it does not- involve, in their view, 
an attack on the system pf protection, 
were it not for their apprehension that 
the. ratification -of the- Cuban treaty 
may lead to a demand from other coun- 
tries that they too, be accorded special 
tariff concessions by the United states, 
It has been indicated to the president 
.that in the event of ratification of Cu- 
ban treaty a demand may be. expected 
f ron* Germany within SQ toys, for -con- . 
cessions similar to those accorded Cuba. 
The most distinct desire ol the Ger- 
man emperor, it la pointed out, la for 
the extension of the foreign commerce 
of his empire. He ~ of course regards 
Cuba as a' nation foreign to the United 
States, and, so far as that point Is 
concerned, on all fours with Germany, 
If tariff 'concessions are granted to Cu- 
ba, Germany, under the most favored 
nation clause, will request that she be 
given similar concessions. That request 
may take the form almost of a demand, 
If it be not granted the fear Is ex- 
pressed that; Germany may Initiate leg- 
islation that will be Inimical to the in- 
dustrial development of this country so 
far as Germany Is concerned, even if 
It should not curtail American com- 
merce already establishes In Germany 
and its possessions..

OF COL. JOHN DICKEY 


AFTER VBR YBBIBF ILLNESS.

Omaha, Dec. 29.— Col, John J. Dickey, 
superintendent of the Fifth district of 
the central -division 
of the Western 


Union -Telegraph company; and one of 
the oldest officials in the service of that 
corporation, died at his home In this 
city tonight of pneumonia.

been 111 but a tew days, having been at 
his office in good health on Christmas 
day, On that day, Mr. Dickey went to 
his home suffering from the grip which 
developed Into pleuro-pneumonla. His 
condition became critical early today 
and during the. afternoon, after a con- 
sultation, his physicians announced that 
he couW live but a few 'hours.

These gentlemen 
with F. L. Klmball of Denver, and 
Charles Gibson of Boston, form the di- 
rectorate. Mr. Vldler will have the 
complete management of all operations 
at the mine and Mr. Willis will handle 
all-the business and financial end. The 
company's ofllce will therefore be lo- 
cated In this city. Mr. Charles Gibson 
will conduct the eastern affairs of the 
company with headquarters at Boston. 
The property of this company con- 
sists of- 65 lode claims, a -mill site, two 
tunnel sites of 3,000 feet each and val- 
uable water rights. The line of the 
Colorado & Southern railroad crosses 
the mill site, thus affording, admirable 
transportation facilities. A great tun- 
nel will be driven to penetrate Red Ele- 
phant mountain for a distance of 6,000 
feet.

THE DRAINAGE TUNNEL. ,

Cripple Creek, Dec. 26.— Authoritative 


data has at lust been given as to the 
drainage tunnel. It will be started the 
first of the new year, or very shortly 
afterwards. Contracts are to be let. f of 
the work aa far as the El Paso ground 
and work will be pushed from all direc- 
tions as fast 'as money and brains can 
push it. The elevation at the point of 
beginning wBl be 8,706-feet and at the 
El Paso shaft, 8,800 feet; at the point 
where it is to tap the water channel, 
8,803 feet, or 230 feet below the pres- 
ent water level; at the Elkton shaft, 
8,313 feet. The proposed tunnel ia ex- 
pected to tap one of the main under- 
ground witter channels of this district 
at a plane of 230 feet below the present 
water level of the district, and 245 feet 
below the level of the old Standard tun- 
nel which was driven Into Beacon hill 
several years ago. It Is Intended to 
start on the old Cripple Creek water 
channel 600 feet up stream from the 
Gold and Globe mill, and take almost an 
easterly course through Beacon hill, un- 
der the El Paso shaft, thence on' to the 
Elkton ground on Raven hill. In this 
way the drainage tunnel will cut diag- 
onally through the great water chan- 
nel which runs from northeast to south- 
west through the district.. Tapping this 
main channel, it is believed that It will 
drain the mines of Poverty gulch, Gold 
hill, Raven hill, Beacon hill arid 'possibly 
a wider area of the district. The com- 
pany which gets the contract will push 
the project through and the stockhold- .1 
ers of the company are composed of 
mine owners who have holdings within 
the territory to be drained. The size of 
the tunnel Is to be 4'^xB'A feet, arid it 
will be driven at a grade of 2.7 per cent, 
It will cut the El Paso's new shaft »t 
about 600 feet below the surface, and 
will cut the Elkton at 38- feet below it« 
ninth level. When the work begins It 
will proceed with air drills from five 
liffcrent headings, viz: From the por- 
tal, In both directions from the El Paso 
shaft and both ways from a shaft to 
be sunk from an old tunnel on ths 
Marquette ground, 


The rapifl manner in which ore Is 
being holsted'frpm the War Eagle prop- 
erty on Bull hill has no equal In the dis- 
trict at the present time. Every pound 
ol rock raised is dijmped into the ore 
bins, one to the right and the other to 
the left of the main shaft. From 'there 
it is loaded into wagons and hauled to 
tap cars as there Is no waste being 
raised from this mine. The average 
value of the rock continues close to $30 
per ton.

NO DANGER OF COAL 
FAMINE IN COLORADO SPSS. 
There la no danger of a coal famine In 
Colorado Springs this winter, despite 
stories that have been circulated to the 
effect that the coal supply is very 
small. 
Local coal dealers are not at all wor- 
ried about any famine, but state that 
as long as the lignite mines are running 
north of town, there can be no famine. 
Colorado Springs is in better shape, 
probably, as regards coal, than any 
other city in the state, on account of 
the local lignite mines. 
There has been a shortage of bitumi- 
nous coal but there Is now sufficient of 
that on hand to supply all demands. 
Most of the dealers laid In big supplies 
last summer and fall and are not much 
concerned over the present inability to 
get orders filled by the 
bituminous 
mines. The fields of the southern dis- 
trict are shipping their bituminous coal 
to Kansas, Nebraska, Texas and Okla- 
homa territory, where the dealers are 
offering better prices than are the deal- 
ers of Colorado, and that is why the lo- 
cal market is shy of this kind of coal. 
Still Colorado Springs could stand over 
a. week's run on its present supply and 
by that time another supply could be 
secured. Orders are being filled by the 
coal mines but not with great prompti- 
tude. It is understood that Denver Is 
in much worse shape than this city and 
that one day last week it had only a 
day's supply of bituminous coal on 
hand. 
The lignite coal is used extensively .In 
Colorado Springs In kitchen stoves as 
well aa In furnaces, and If It came to 
the worst, the mines north of town 
could supply the city entirely with 
ease.

Juror Says Cremar Does Not 
Merit Clemency from Board 
Bank Officer C. B, Knapp of this city 
read with considerable interest ot the ap- 
plication of John H. Cremar for a pardon 
Torn the state board of pardons. He was 
one of the 12 men who found' Cremar 
guilty of murder in 1898, -and recently re- 
ceived from a state official at Denver a 
petition for the pardon of Cremar. J. 
A. Fldler. of this city, another juror in the 
case, also received, a like petition. Police 
Officer Clyde Hall was a third Juror, the 
other nine men being mostly from the 
Cripple Creek district. Mr. Knapp stated 
ast evening that he had written to the 
sender of the petition a full statement of 
the evidence in the case, and had added 
:hat 'in his opinion the best Interests of 
Justice would not be conserved by the 
pardoning of Cremar. He stated that Mr. 
Fldler had told him that he Intended 
writing across the petition, "not on your 
life." Mr. Hall did not receive the pe- 
tition. . 
"The evidence in the case has been mis- 
stated," said Mr. Knapp last evening. "It 
lad nothing whatever to do with the Crip- 
ple Creek 'Bull hill war' and the division 
of El Paso county to form the new coun- 
ty of Teller, as has been stated In Cre- 
mar's application. There was no factional 
bitterness in the matter; these things had 
nothing to do with the conviction of Cre- 
mar whatever. Cremar had as fair a 
trlql as anyone ever had. The evidence 
In the case was that Fred Meyers had 
some trouble with a woman neighbor In 
Cripple Creek, over a chicken. I believe 
that she claimed he had stolen the chicken 
arid was going to dispose of it. He told 
tier that if the chicken was hers she could 
have it. Cremar, who was special mer- 
chant policeman, went to Meyers' store 
on Meyers avenue to arrest him. He told 
Meyers that he wanted him and Meyers, 
turning to a clerk, pulled a long wallet or 
ppoketbook out of his inside pocket and 
handed It to the clerk, telling him to keep 
It. The wallet contained $300 in money. 
Cremar then suddenly pulled his gun and 
shot Meyers. 
"Cremar claimed that Meyers had pulled 
a long blue gun out of his pocket, but 
the evidence showed that It was the pock- 
etbpok. The evidence showed that-even 
after Meyers fell dying to the ground Ore- 


kicked «nd abused him, and that 
Meyers said, 'For God's sake, go away and 
let me die in- peace.' As I remember it, 
there were two ballots taken by the jury, 
one Informal and the second formal, It be- 
ing unanimously for convlc'lon." 


The story told by, Cremar in his peti- 


tion, for pardon of the case is that he 
found Meyers beating a woman. 
He 
claims that he went into the house to get 
Meyers, and that on the way to the Jail 
. 
the prisoner resisted atrongly. Cremar 
claims that he did not shoot him until 
after an attempt had been made to rescue 
the prisoner by Francis Brennan, and that

never been served.

Sudden Death of H. Halthusen. 
a Stockman Well Known Here. 
Herman Halthusen, a cattleman arid 
vool buyer who made his headquarters 
for the most part In Colorado Springs, 
and who Is well known here and 
hroughout the west died suddenly In 
Denver Friday morning at his room in 
the Brown Palace hotel. Heart dis- 
ease was the cause. Mrs. Halthueeii 
iv-as awakened by her husband who 
was gasping for breath. He was dead 
jefore she could summon medical aid. 
His death came as a great shock to his 
many friends. 


Mr. Halthusen come to 
Colorado 
about 25 years ago and since then has 
aeen engaged In business In this city 
Leadville, Florissant, . Salt Lake City 
and Denver. He was a large buyer of 
wool and hides and in recent years 
iie became Interested in the 
cattle 
business. He had a beautiful ranch 
near Florissant. In 1892, the time of 
the great slump In wool Mr. Halthusen 
was caught on the wrong side of the 
market with about a million pounds 
stored in Boston warehouses which 
could not be sold at any price 
He 
finally unloaded but lost heavily. He 
was 63 years of age and was born and 
educated in Germany, coming to this 
country with his parents in 1863, When 
he was 14 years old. He served 
throughout the civil war 
with the 
Seventeenth Illinois Infantry 
Mr. Halthusen bore a striking re- 
semblance to Grover Cleveland before 
Mr. Cleveland became so corpulent and 
often In traveling about the country 
he was mistaken for the former presi- 
dent. The deceased leaves a wife, son 
and daughter.

• New York, Dec.'31.'—In spite of some 
crop shortages, added .to record-break- 
ing strikes, and reduced foreign trade. 
Bradstreet's on January 3 will report 
that the failure record" for the past 
year Is, in the whole, a favorable .one. 
In only one section, the south, was 
there an increase of casualties over the 
record of 1901, and in only two; 
the 


South and central west, was there an 
increase of liabilities. During the year 
there werd reported 9,971 commercial 
failures, With liab'iUtles .of $105,693,623, 
and assets of $50,870,800, a decrease .in 
number of ,6.4 per cent and a falling off 
ot l)ab}Uties of 18 per, cent from 1901. 
Compared with 1900 and 1898, Increases 
in the number of failures;of 6.5 and 7 
per cent are shown, but comparisons 
with prior years- are markedly in fa- 
vor of 1902.
